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Buzz over HIV 
'superinfection' 
hits Net

H IV listservs have been buzzing 
about an article on HIV “super¬ 
infection” in the September 5 
New England Journal of Medicine. The 
possibility that a person might be¬ 
come infected with a second version 
of the virus kicked off lively exchanges 
on risks of transmission and rational 
strategies to reduce risk among both 
HIV-positive and -negative men. 

“I think the false sense of security 
that has been created among HIV¬ 
positive men - that they are not at 
risk of much of anything - has creat¬ 
ed a culture that looks down on peo¬ 
ple who use condoms,” said Howard 
Grossman, an activist doc in Manhat¬ 
tan who specializes in treating HIV. 

“I don’t want to be condescending, 
but the transmission of resistant virus 
to HIV-negative partners isn’t coming 
from a vacuum, it’s coming from 
HIV~positive people who don’t want 
to have protected sex.” 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention estimates that 40,000 
Americans become infected with HIV 
each year. The largest group of them 
remains men who have sex with men. 
Research suggests that 20 to 50 per¬ 
cent of those infections will be from a 
virus that has at least some resistance 
to current therapies. 

“It is really important that we reach 
HIV-positive people and try to imbue 
a sense of responsibility,” Grossman 
said. “We [as a community] have gone 
out of our way in the past 10 or so 
years to try to get people who are in¬ 
fected to feel ‘normal’ (whatever that 
means), to not feel like pariahs and to 
go on with their lives. And rightly so. 

“But when it creates a situation 
where I have poz patients coming in 
and saying that they’re infected already 
so they assume it’s the other person’s 
responsibility, and when they say that 
if someone makes them use a condom, 
they won’t have sex with that person, 
then I think something’s gone awry.” 

“Who wants to think that there’s a 
crisis [with HIV], every day for 20 
years?” wrote activist George Carter. 
“But it IS, Blanch. The reality is that 
we are still in a crisis situation. Con¬ 
doms remain our first best barrier to 
HIV disease spread.” 

Even if a PWA discounts the possi¬ 
bility of acquiring a second infection of 
a different or a drug resistant strain of 
HIV, there is the risk of a host of other 
sexually transmitted diseases - syphilis, 
gonorrhea, chlamydia, HCV, HPV, 
drug resistant herpes - recounted Min¬ 
neapolis activist Carlton Hogan, mind¬ 
ful of his often fragile health. 

“For me, the only way I can main¬ 
tain safe sex is to have it each time, 
every time,” said Hogan. “I have had 
one or two opportunities with posi¬ 
tive people, but the last thing that I 
need (I am not preaching to others) is 
the positive reinforcement on how 
skin-on-skin feels.”

Medical pot giveaway in 
Santa Cruz ■■rwn

H undreds of caregivers and supporters 
stood by and cheered as seriously ill pa¬ 
tients, in defiance of federal law, received 
medical marijuana at Santa Cruz City 
Hall on Tuesday, September 17 with the en¬ 
couragement of Mayor Christopher Krohn 
and numerous elected officials. 

The demonstration was organized by 
Wo/Men’s Alliance for Medical Marijuana, a 
238-member medical marijuana cooperative. 
WAMM leaders Valerie and Mike Corral were 
arrested and subsequently released after their 
farm was raided by more than two dozen 
agents of the U.S. Drug Enforcement Admin¬ 
istration on September 5. More than 130 mar¬ 
ijuana plants that were nearing maturity were 
removed by the DEA agents, leading WAMM 
members to wonder where they would receive 
their medicinal marijuana. 

The DEA raid has received extensive na¬ 
tional attention, and Tuesday’s medical mari¬ 
juana giveaway may have been the biggest 
media event in Santa Cruz since the Loma Pri- 
eta earthquake in 1989, some observers noted. 

Both the Santa Cruz City Council and the 
Santa Cruz County Board of Supervisors re¬ 
cently passed resolutions in support of 
WAMM and the use of medical marijuana, 
and many of those officials joined in the 
demonstration. Medical marijuana has come 
under fire by the federal government, which 
maintains it’s illegal, despite the overwhelm¬ 
ing passage of Proposition 215 by California 
voters in 1996. 

“Our action today is a compassionate wit¬ 
ness on behalf of a program that has served 
this community well for the past 10 years, hid¬ 
ing in plain sight,” Santa Cruz City Council 
member Tim Fitzmaurice told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “This program was working with us, 
was an exemplary program, and there was no 
reason to prioritize this program. 

“What this is not supposed to be about is 
an argument about drug abuse,” Fitzmaurice 
added. “This is about the patients who are des¬ 
perately ill.”

A s the clock counts down to the start of 
the Sydney Gay Games in November, 
the organizers of the event are work¬ 
ing to ensure the safety of both athletes 
and spectators during the international gath¬ 
ering. 

While world events and the ill-timed re¬ 
lease of a report about gay bashings in Aus¬ 
tralia are raising questions about the Game’s 
security plans, the hosts of the sixth Gay 
Games are confident the event will not be 
marred by safety problems. 

“Sydney 2002 is working very closely 
with New South Wales Police, as well as em¬ 
ploying a number of private security firms 
to ensure participant safety at the Gay 
Games,” replied Matt Jones, media manager 
for the Sydney Games, in an e-mail to the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

As the United States continues to wage a 
war against terrorism in Southeast Asia and 
the Pacific, safety is of heightened impor¬ 
tance to protect the nearly 12,500 partici¬ 
pants gathering in the region for the Games. 
With Sydney having successfully hosted the 
2000 Olympics without incident, Gay 
Games boosters are confident the same will 
be true for their event. 

“There have been no serious incidents 
involving Gay Games participants in Ams¬ 
terdam, New York, Vancouver, or San Fran¬ 
cisco and we have no reason to believe any¬ 
thing different about Gay Games VI in Syd¬ 
ney,” responded Charlie Carson, the Federa¬ 
tion of Gay Games secretary, who will be 
traveling to the Games this fall, in an e-mail. 
“Sydney has an established reputation for 
staging high-profile gay and lesbian events 
over many years. In addition, Australia - 
Sydney in particular - is a multicultural so¬ 
ciety with a generally widespread acceptance 
of diversity. In New South Wales it is illegal 
to discriminate against anybody on the 
grounds of sexuality and the law specifical¬ 
ly bans vilification of gays and lesbians.” 

It is not only the threat of a terrorist at¬ 
tack that has drawn attention to the Game’s 
security plans.

Leno calls for N-9 lube ban

T he days will be 
numbered for 
N-9 lubricants in 
San Francisco if Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno 
gets his way. 

Leno announced 

this week that he’s — - ~~--— 

requesting that the city attorney draft an 
ordinance that bans the sale of sexual lu¬ 
bricants containing the spermicide 
nonoxynol-9 in the city. If it passes, the 
landmark legislation will be the first of its 
kind in the country. 

Several studies have shown that N-9 
lubricants significantly increase the risk of 
HIV transmission. The proposed law was 
prompted by a series of articles in the Bay 


Area Reporter detailing that despite well- 
documented dangers, N-9 lubricants con¬ 
tinue to be sold, even in stores that cater 
to gay men. As a result of those articles, 
three stores in the Castro: Phantom, 
Smoke Plus, and Walgreens voluntarily 
pulled N-9 lubricants from the shelves. 
Several other stores in the Castro contin¬ 
ue to sell the product. 

“People using lubricants containing 
N-9 are under the misconception that 
they reduce the risk of contracting HIV, 
when in fact it acts as a catalyst for infec¬ 
tion,” stated Leno in a press release issued 
on Tuesday, September 17. “N-9 may have 
additional harmful effects for women 
and, in the event of an HIV infection, can 
cause irreparable harm. N-9 lubricants 
are a danger to public health and should 
be banned as soon as possible.”

Kehoe becomes Assembly 
speaker pro tempore

J| t’s official: Democratic Assem- 
v blywoman Christine Kehoe, 
1 the first lesbian elected official 
out of San Diego, became speaker 
pro tempore of the California 
state Assembly last week, making 
her one of the most powerful 
elected officials in the state. 

Kehoe, who was designated to 
fill the slot in February, received 
her official appointment from As¬ 
sembly Speaker Herb Wesson (D- 
Los Angeles) on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 11. She is the second 
woman - and lesbian - to hold the 
post, after former Assembly¬ 
woman (now state Senator) Sheila 
Kuehl (D-Santa Monica). 

“We’re very proud. It’s a very 
visible position and working with 
the speaker has been very excit¬ 
ing,” Kehoe told the Bay Areq Re¬ 
porter on Tuesday, September 17. 
“I look forward to a productive 
term next year.” 

The position of speaker pro 
tempore fills in for the top rank¬ 
ing Assembly speaker when he is

not available and generally acts 
“like a majority whip,” according 
to Esther Lee, legislative aide to 
state Senator John Burton (D-San 
Francisco), who has held the same 
position in the Senate. 

“It’s a prestigious position, and 
for Kehoe to hold it shows a 
strong out queer in the position of 
power and authority. It’s very ex¬ 
citing,” said Lee. “With a Democ¬ 
ratic majority and a lesbian assis¬ 


tant speaker, the issues being 
pushed through will be crucial to 
those of us in liberal districts. I 
think in San Francisco we forget 
how radical it is to have out peo¬ 
ple in positions of authority. This 
is big news.” 

Kehoe agreed that her position 
will help to advance equality for 
LGBT Californians. 

“Certainly the visibility of the 
post - and the fact that I’m a les¬ 
bian is part of that visibility - is 
beneficial,” said Kehoe. “And we 
are working on legislation for next 
year that we hope will advance 
equal rights for LGBT and all Cal¬ 
ifornians.” 

Kehoe, 52, was elected to rep¬ 
resent the 76th Assembly District 
on November 7,2000. Prior to her 
election, she served seven years as 
a San Diego City Council mem¬ 
ber. 

“Christine Kehoe represents 
the best of what California has to 
offer,” said a statement from Wes¬ 
son on Kehoe’s recent appoint¬ 
ment. “I am confident she will 
conduct the affairs of this House 
with grace and efficiency.” T 


Neighbors give okay 
to Dore Alley project

N eighborhood activists who 
had blocked a planned $22 
million, 98-unit affordable 
housing development at the corner 
of Folsom Street and Dore Alley 
said at a community meeting on 
Tuesday, September 17 that their 
demands are being met and that 
they no longer oppose the project. 

Jim Meko and the SOMA 
Leadership Council had stalled 
the project by filing an appeal to 
the developer’s request for a plan¬ 
ning variance, primarily demand¬ 
ing that the project provide more 
parking for businesses in the area 
to replace the 50-space parking lot 
on Dore on which the project will, 
in part, be built. 

In response to neighbors’ de¬ 
mands, the developer, the non¬ 
profit Citizens Housing Corpora¬ 
tion, will provide 14 market-rate 
parking spaces for businesses in 
the building. The parking spots 
will replace about 400 square feet 
of the planned 3,800 square feet of 
community space planned for the 
building. 

To address neighbors’ concerns 


about safety in the alley, which is 
frequently used as a loading and 
staging area by area businesses, the 
developers have also modified the 
design of the entries to the 
ground-level apartments on Dore 
so that they will not open directly 
onto the street. 

About 11 neighbors, District 6 
Supervisor Chris Daly, supervisori¬ 
al candidate Burke Strunsky, as well 
as the developer and architect at¬ 
tended the sometimes contentious 
meeting where most of the discus¬ 
sions were about parking. 

The developer plans to provide 
only 16 spaces for the 98 units in 
addition to the 14 spots for neigh¬ 
boring businesses. They cited 
studies showing that low-income 
residents, at whom this project is 
targeted, tend not to have cars and 
so asked for a variance from the 
city’s normal one unit, one park¬ 
ing spot, rule. 

The parking lot that the build¬ 
ing will displace is part of the site 
of the annual Up Your Alley street 
fair, held at the end of July. The 
fair’s organizers, South of Market 
Merchants’ and Individuals’ 
Lifestyle Events, did not attend the 
meeting, but their spokesman, 


Gory Carillo, said that the fair will 
continue at or near its current lo¬ 
cation. He said that other potential 
sites, to make up for the space lost 
from the parking lot, might in¬ 
clude an extension down Folsom 
Street, using a block of 9th Street 
either north or south of Folsom, or 
making an “H” using Howard, 
Dore, and Folsom streets. He did 
not rule out moving the event to 
another site entirely, but said that 
any decisions about the fair’s loca¬ 
tion will depend on discussions 
with the city’s Department of 
Parking and Traffic. 

The project has become a polit¬ 
ical football. The city’s Planning 
Commission normally hears vari¬ 
ance appeals of the sort that Meko 
and his group filed. But because of 
squabbling between the mayor and 
the Board of Supervisors about ap¬ 
pointments to that panel, the com¬ 
mission is not sitting, no appeals are 
being heard, and the project could 
have been on hold indefinitely. 

Daly, a frequent foe of the 
mayor, also managed to stop the 
funding for the project by tem¬ 
porarily holding it up in a super¬ 
visors committee until neighbors’ 
concerns were addressed. T

challenge craigslist.org

P i ender benders and craigslist 
mm junkies, take heart: last 
1 week’s change to the 
“Missed Connections” category of 
the Web site has been modified, 
and the ensuing angry “flag wars” 
have ceased, returning the free- 
for-all message board to some 
semblance of normal. 

The trouble started when the 
staff at craigslist (www.craigslist. 
org) decided to act on feedback 
they had received from Missed 
Connections users asking for an 
easier way to search through mes¬ 
sages. The board acts as a way for 
people to find those they have lost 
or just met, and also gives the oc¬ 
casional bitter lover an outlet to 
vent. But prior to last week, there 
were few resources to determine 
whether a vague message was for 
a man or woman, which led many 
to speculate online whether a 
posting was intended for them. So 
craigslist added a function that for 
a brief time forced message 
posters to choose: “m4w,” “m4m,” 
“w4m,” and “w4w.” 

Almost immediately, there was 
an uproar from transgenders who 
don’t necessarily fit into the bina¬ 
ry gender system. There was also 
an outcry from those who enjoy 
having to guess (or make people 
guess) the recipient of an intend¬ 
ed message. Still others were upset 
that the Missed Connections cate¬ 


gory had suddenly transformed 
into a strictly romantic site, which 
considerably narrowed the board’s 
focus. 

“To suggest the Missed Con¬ 
nections section of this Web site is 
to be used strictly as a means of 
‘hooking up’ is to take part in an 
extremely unfortunate and truly 
missed connection,” stated one 
craigslist user in the feedback 
forum. 

Craig Newmark, the founder 
of craigslist, acted swiftly, and on 
Friday, September 13, added an 
option to bypass the gender cate¬ 
gories for those who wished to do 
so. 

“We’ve made a lot of improve¬ 
ments in search capabilities based 
on literally years of feedback,” 
Newmark told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We knew we would make 
some missteps, and have been ask¬ 
ing for feedback in our feedback 
forum.” 

The real problems began, 
however, when a select group of 
users unhappy with the new 
Missed Connections rule, began 
ranting on the message board it¬ 
self, instead of in the feedback 
forum. This led to their postings 
being “flagged” by other users - 
enough flags and a posting gets 
removed from the board - and 
those unhappy with being flagged 
then flagged legitimate missed 
connections in retaliation. The 
result was a rather unusable 
Missed Connections board, 


slowed by the amount of flags 
and chock full of unreadable, 
deleted messages. 

“Instead of asking us what the 
deal was and giving us a chance to 
fix things,” said Newmark, “some 
people decided to hurt other peo¬ 
ple by arbitrarily flagging posts, 
and they did accomplish the re¬ 
moval of legitimate posts.” 

Gender categories are still a 
part of the other personals boards, 
where “men seeking men” and 
“women seeking women” can 
place ads for potential partners. 
Transgenders sometimes find 
themselves flagged and removed 
from these boards based on trans¬ 
phobic or confused users who 
may, for instance, deem an ad 
from a female-to-male person as 
unsuitable for the lesbian board, 
despite that person’s continued af¬ 
filiation with thateommunity. But 
Newmark told the B.A.R he is 
looking into some remedies for 
that as well. 

“I’m actively concerned about 
transphobia, and I would love to 
hear feedback and ideas from peo¬ 
ple on how to deal with it,” said 
Newmark. “Raising the threshold 
of flags that it takes to remove 
postings may solve the problem. 
We may also put a comment on 
the posting page that if someone 
is transgender they should post in 
the category that works best for 
them, and if they get flagged and 
removed, here’s where to e-mail us 
to fix it.” T

Afraid for his 
safety, the clerk tried to 
get away from him. 
The suspect 

grabbed the clerk’s 
glasses off his face, 
breaking the lenses, 
and scratched the 
clerk’s face with his fingernails. An 
officer on patrol saw the commo¬ 
tion and intervened. The 38-year- 
old suspect was taken to Mission 
Station where he was booked for 
battery and being under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs. ▼

Ezerski pal gets four years

■jP he San Francisco gay man 
v; who made national head- 
8 lines last year when he 
helped accused killer Adam Ez¬ 
erski avoid arrest was sentenced 
this month to just under four 
years in federal prison for har¬ 
boring a fugitive. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Phyllis Hamilton sentenced Troy 
Young, 38, to three years and 10 
months in prison during a hear¬ 
ing at the San Francisco Federal 
Building on Golden Gate Avenue 
on Wednesday, September 4. 
With credit for time served and 
good behavior in prison, Young 
could be free in three years, ac¬ 
cording to Young’s attorney, As¬ 
sistant Federal Public Defender 
David Fermino. If Young, who 
has a history of drug use, is ad¬ 
mitted to a 500-hour prison 
drug rehabilitation program, his 
sentence could be reduced by 
about 10 percent, Fermino said. 

On May 29, Young pleaded 
guilty to the charges of harbor¬ 
ing a fugitive and lying to an FBI 
agent. The latter charge 
stemmed from Young telling an 
agent that he didn’t know where 
Ezerski was while he was in a car 
with him. Fermino said Young 
pleaded guilty rather than going 


to trial because the case against 
him was very strong. Young’s 
guilty plea also lessened his po¬ 
tential sentence, Fermino ex¬ 
plained. 

Several letters of support 
from Young’s friends were intro¬ 
duced during the sentencing 
hearing. One of those letters was 
from Ezerski, who backed up 
Young’s contention that he 
urged Ezerski to turn himself in. 
When given the opportunity to 
speak, Young said that he was 
sorry and wished he had han¬ 
dled the situation differently. 

Young’s sentence was at the 
low end of the sentencing guide¬ 
lines for his crime. Fermino ar¬ 
gued that Young deserved a sen¬ 
tence even lower, but the judge 
refused to budge from the guide¬ 
lines. 

Fermino told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Young will soon be 
transferred from the Santa Rita 
jail in Dublin to a long-term fed¬ 
eral prison. 

Ezerski, 20, will be tried this 
fall in Florida for allegedly killing 
39-year-old Anthony Martilotto 
in a Fort Lauderdale hotel room. 
Ezerski said he killed Martilotto 
in self-defense after the Brooklyn 
man tried to rape him. Ezerski 
was initially suspected of killing 
an elderly man in Florida but he 
has since been cleared of that 


crime. Ezerski also is alleged to 
have assaulted a man in San 
Francisco, but he said that he en¬ 
gaged in a mutual fight with the 
man after the man refused to pay 
him for sex. 

After he allegedly killed Mar¬ 
tilotto, Ezerski ran away to San 
Francisco in Martilotto’s rented 
Ford Mustang. He met Young on 
a street in San Francisco. After 
Young learned Ezerski was want¬ 
ed for killing two gay men in 
Florida before attempting to kill a 
man in San Francisco, Young said 
he was convinced Ezerski was in¬ 
nocent and wanted to help him 
avoid getting into more trouble. 
Young said he tried all along the 
way to get Ezerski to turn himself 
in. The pair took off to Reno 
where they were arrested on Au¬ 
gust 17, 2001, just days after they 
first met in San Francisco. 

In a letter to this writer last 
month, Ezerski said he appreci¬ 
ated Young’s support and feels 
“extremely bad for my part in 
Troy’s predicament.” 

“He heard the truth before 
anyone,” Ezerski wrote. “And his 
heart knew what was right. He 
protected me from the masses 
who were seeking to find me and 
potentially so much more ... 
Troy warned me that it would be 
continually dangerous for me to 
continue to run.” T 


Apparent grizzly end for 
SF institution Bear Store

SIP he Bear Store, a San Francisco 
pi institution and home of Brush 
m Creek Media, was shut down by 
the San Francisco Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment on Wednesday, September 18, 
allegedly due to nonpayment of rent. 

A sign in the store’s window 
read, “Closed due to illness,” while 
an official notice on the door simul¬ 
taneously declared that the store’s 


property would be turned over to 
the building owner. Sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment representatives kept watch 
over the site through the morning. 

According to court records, 
building owner Michael Stolowitz 
sued Brush Creek Media for un¬ 
lawful detainer after the company 
defaulted on a July 9 notice to pay 
back rent totaling $7,321. The 
monthly rent for the Bear Store, 
located at 367 9th Street in the 
South of Market District, was 


$4,600, or $153.33 per day, ac¬ 
cording to court papers. 

This is not the first time Brush 
Creek Media has run into finan¬ 
cial trouble; last year, the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment placed a federal tax lien 
on the store for nonpayment of 
taxes totaling $54,028. 

It is unknown whether the 
Bear Store will reopen elsewhere. 
The Bay Area Reporter was unable 
to locate Brush Creek Media rep¬ 
resentatives for comment. ▼ 
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Dist. 8 supe candidate 
could face ethics fine

|f ileen Hansen, an out les- 
jjpi bian who is a candidate in 
the District 8 supervisor 
race, has asked the San Francisco 
Ethics Commission to investigate 
if she failed to comply with the 
city’s rules on campaign consul¬ 
tants when she was a strategist 
with Tom Ammiano’s 1999 may- 
oral campaign. 

Hansen approached the Ethics 
Commission earlier this month 
after a reporter questioned her 
about her failing to file as a cam¬ 
paign consultant during that race 
and if a complaint had been filed 
with the commission. 

According to city records, 
Hansen received $3,000 for her 
role as a top aide to Ammiano but 
never filed as a campaign consul¬ 
tant as required by the campaign 
consultant ordinance. The ordi¬ 
nance states anyone who acts as a 
campaign consultant or strategist 
and is paid more than $1,000 
must file with the city as such. 

“It seems to me, by my reading 
of it, that I do need to file,” 
Hansen told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I asked the Ethics Com¬ 
mission to review this matter and 
that is in process now.” 

Ethics Commission Executive 
Director Ginny Vida said she 
could not discuss pending com¬ 
plaints or reviews before the com¬ 
mission. Nor would she speculate 
how long the review Hansen re¬ 
quested would take. 

“I can’t confirm or deny if a 
complaint has been filed. If a set¬ 
tlement has been filed it is an¬ 
nounced at a public hearing,” ex¬ 
plained Vida about the commis¬ 
sion’s policies. 

Hansen is not the only cam¬ 
paign adviser who did not file with 
the city during the 1999 mayor’s 
race. All three of Mayor Willie 
Brown’s top campaign consultants 
failed to comply with the ordi¬ 
nance and failed to report their 
campaign consultant activity. 

In June, the Ethics Commission 
revealed that is had settled with the 
three consultants - Fred Hamdun, 
P.J. Johnston, and Barry Wyatt - 
and had assessed each of them a 
$1,350 fine for failing to comply 
with the city’s consultant rules. 
None admitted any wrongdoing in 
the settling of the complaint. 

Whispers that a complaint had 
been filed against Hansen surfaced 
two weeks ago after the B.A.R. re¬ 
ported that she had contested fel¬ 
low candidate Bevan Dufty’s des-

ignation for the November ballot. 
Dufty, who is openly gay and a for¬ 
mer aide to Mayor Brown, had 
submitted his designation to the 
elections department as neighbor¬ 
hood services director. He later 
changed it to read neighborhood 
services manager after Hansen ob¬ 
jected that the initial wording 
sounded like his old job as direc¬ 
tor of the Mayor’s Office of Neigh¬ 
borhood Services. 

Hansen had argued Dufty’s 


designation should read lobbyist 
to reflect the fact he has worked as 
a consultant for the Robert Group 
and other clients over the past 
year. While both Hansen and fel¬ 
low candidate Tom Radulovich, an 
openly gay BART board member, 
argued the new wording still 
smacked of Dufty’s former job at 
City Hall, acting elections chief 
John Arntz ruled in favor of Dufty. 

Hansen said this week that it 
appears no complaint against her 
was ever filed with the Ethics 
Commission. She said the rumors 
of her failing to comply with the 
campaign rules are in retaliation 
for her questioning Dufty’s ballot 
designation. 

“What is disconcerting to me is 
that it is being put out there as 
some nefarious act on my part, 
when in fact that is not true,” she 
said. “This is about people who 
only want to get back at me for fil¬ 
ing against Bevan’s ballot designa¬ 
tion, which I felt was dishonest.” 

At the time of the 1999 may- 


oral campaign, Hansen said she 
did not expect to be paid for her 
services, which included strategy 
and management duties. The 
campaign also paid her nearly 
$4,000 to reimburse her for sup¬ 
plies and copying costs. 

Hansen said it was not until 
after the election, and there were 
leftover funds, that the campaign 
decided to reimburse people for 
their time and work. She said she 
did not realize that the payments 
triggered the city’s rules for filing 
as a consultant. 

“I was not aware of this filing 
ordinance at the time. There was 
no notification by the Ethics 
Commission of the need to file,” 
she said. 

Although Ammiano sponsored 
the legislation that voters ap¬ 
proved in November 1997 creat¬ 
ing the consultant ordinance, 
Hansen said her failing to file was 
an honest mistake. 

“He wasn’t running the cam¬ 
paign, he was the candidate,” she 
said of Ammiano. “The people who 
did the reporting didn’t know about 
it. He wasn’t filing the papers.” 

It was not until this year, 
Hansen said, that she was made 
aware of the ordinance when the 


Ethics Commission notified all 
campaigns about the city’s rules. 
The notice prompted her to de¬ 
clare one worker on her supervi¬ 
sor campaign as a consultant. 

“I wasn’t aware of the law. We 
have one paid staff person on my 
staff and we filed for her,” Hansen 
said. 

Ethics Commission staff and 
Hansen met on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 17, to discuss the issue and to 
determine if she will need to pay a 
fine. According to the ordinance, 
the Ethics Commission can assess 
a late fine of $50 per day after the 
due date until the report or state¬ 
ment is filed. Most likely, Hansen 
will be required to pay a fine sim¬ 
ilar to the one levied against 
Brown’s advisers. 

“They told me their decision 
will be based on the fact there was 
no ill intent to hide anything and 
that there was a lack of knowledge 
about the law,” she said. “This was 
a complete oversight. I am happy 
to pay whatever is appropriate.” ▼

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Syringe sale law needed 


G overnor Gray Davis has been a strong 
supporter of HIV/AIDS legislation 
and related funding, especially in 
comparison to his Republican predecessors. 
As he wades through numerous bills await¬ 
ing his signature, however, Davis has yet to 
take action on one proposal that would 
surely help stop the further spread of 
HIV/AIDS. 

Senate Bill 1785, authored by state Sena¬ 
tor John Vasconcellos (D-Santa Clara), 
would allow California pharmacists and 
other licensed healthcare professionals to 
provide up to 30 syringes without a pre¬ 
scription to people 18 years of age or older 
in order to prevent the spread of not only 
HIV/AIDS but also hepatitis C. One of the 
ways these two diseases are transmitted is 
through the shared use of contaminated 
needles. The bill is supported enthusiasti¬ 
cally by the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, which has provided effective needle ex¬ 
change programs for years, and by other 
groups such as the California Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, the California Nurses Association, 
and the California Pharmacists Association. 

California, which in so many ways leads 
the nation in HIV/AIDS treatment, lags be¬ 
hind in prevention efforts. The state is one 
of only six in the country that require a pre¬ 
scription in order to purchase a syringe. 
And there is evidence from other states to 
show that allowing adults to purchase sy¬ 
ringes without a prescription would be an 
effective prevention tool. In Connecticut, 
for example, which passed a similar law in 
1992, findings from two studies show that 
fewer injection drug users reported obtain¬ 
ing syringes from the street (74 percent be¬ 
fore versus 28 percent after). 

There is also evidence that expanded ac¬ 
cess to syringes does not lead to increased 
drug use. This false “increased use” argu¬ 
ment is at the core of opposition to needle 
exchange or syringe purchase programs by 
law enforcement groups and others. Nu¬ 
merous studies over the years have found 


that needle exchange programs don’t lead to 
higher rates of drug use; it is not surprising 
that research shows similar findings 
regarding syringe access through 
purchase programs such as 
SB1785. 

The state Department of 
Health Services reports that the 
sharing of syringes causes more 
than 1,500 Californians to become in¬ 
fected with HIV each year, and more 
than 3,000 people to becomt 
infected with hepatitis C. 

Democratic and Republi¬ 
can governors alike have 
signed legislation allowing for expanded sy¬ 
ringe access programs through pharmacy 
sales. Even current Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Tommy Thompson signed 


such a law while he was governor of Wis¬ 
consin. 

We accept the reality that some people 
will not stop injecting drugs. And we 
live with the reality that in San Fran¬ 
cisco and elsewhere around the state, 
there are not enough substance abuse 
treatment programs to help all those 
who want to stop their drug use. It is 
illogical to keep outdated laws on the 
^ books that threaten drug users with 
disease. The cost of treating 
most of those who become in¬ 
fected with HIV/AIDS falls 
largely on taxpayers, while the 
minimal cost of a sterile syringe must be 
paid by its user. 

Governor Davis should sign SB 1785. The 
law amounts to lifesaving legislation. ▼ 




Slow down the CARE process

S ix months ago, in mid-February, San 
Francisco’s HIV Health Services 
Council (a.k.a., CARE Council) found 
itself unprepared when it received notice of 
the city’s Ryan White CARE Act award for 
the current fiscal year (’02-’03), as it had not 
adequately planned for significantly re¬ 
duced federal CARE funds, anticipating in¬ 
stead increased, or possibly flat, funding. 
The city received $2.2 million less than an¬ 
ticipated (a 6.2 percent cut below FY ’01- 
’02). The council raced through a deep-cut 
reduction process, approving a last-minute 
across-the-board 6 percent cut to all CARE- 
funded AIDS service organizations for FY 
’02-’03, in part, we were fed last March, be¬ 
cause there hadn’t been time to consider 
more thoughtful, targeted cuts. “Across-the- 
board” cuts, reportedly, occurred. 

Six months later, the Department of 
Public Health provided the council data that 
now illustrates the difference between FY 
’01-’02 and ’02-’03 allocations to service 
sub-categories were not cut evenly, as some 
received up to 28 percent more, while oth¬ 
ers, notably the primary healthcare catego¬ 
ry, received 17 percent less. 

To avoid the same last-minute crisis next 
February, the council assumed the process 
needed to be held now to prevent being 
caught with its pants down again, unpre¬ 
pared should additional unanticipated cuts 
occur again next year. So on August 26, the 
Council - inexplicably, six months early - 
prioritized 31 sub-categories to receive 
funding beginning March 2003. The prior¬ 
ity order was determined in order to then 
consider four distinct funding scenarios. 

However laudable being prepared is, this 
council acted both prematurely and with¬ 
out knowing important information, in¬ 
cluding knowing how $6.68 to $7.54 million 
of CARE funds will eventually be allocated 
for the current FY. First, when the council 
deliberated August 26, just over $5 million 


remained unallocated, despite being six 
months into the current FY. Before the 
council voted to set priorities, I distributed 
an analysis highlighting the missing $5 mil¬ 
lion, alleging they were about to vote based 
on incomplete information. 

Second, the council acted before know¬ 
ing whether the federal government will 
permit the city to carry forward to the cur¬ 
rent FY $1.68 million which remained un¬ 
spent last FY, as the city’s application had 
not been submitted before the council 
voted. According to a council mem¬ 
ber, one reason why the $1.68 mil¬ 
lion went unspent is because some 
AIDS organizations did not receive 
their awards from DPH until the 
very last day of the FY; it’s nearly 
impossible to spend CARE funds 
in a single afternoon, re¬ 
sulting in unspent funds. 

Between these two 
problems, how $6.68 mil¬ 
lion will be allocated this FY was unknown 
prior to voting; after voting, matters got 
worse. 

A third problem has surfaced: DPH sup¬ 
plied the council with wildly inaccurate in¬ 
formation. Since the council itself failed to 
ask, I requested that DPH account for the 
missing $5,069,631. Six working days after 
the council voted, DPH supplied me correct¬ 
ed data; DPH discovered it needed $5.8 mil¬ 
lion, not $5 million, to allocate to missing 
categories. To drum up the $781,000 differ¬ 
ence - bringing to $7.54 million the amount 
unknown before the council voted - DPH 
has now cut allocations to five categories, 
which DPH had previously misinformed the 
council had been allocated for the current FY. 
Among new reductions, two programs were 
cut a combined $581,000; both programs 
provide housing by way of residential treat¬ 
ment for substance abuse and mental health 
clients. The council voted unaware that DPH 
had supplied it with misinformation. 

A fourth problem is the council has no 
assurance that every six days DPH will not 


again reduce current allocations with such 
dizzying speed. The allocation process ap¬ 
pears driven by issuing contracts willy-nilly, 
rather than according to an established bud¬ 
get for each sub-category. The final alloca¬ 
tion each sub-category receives this year in¬ 
fluences next year’s allocation. 

The council then voted August 26 on the 
first of four funding scenarios: In the unlike¬ 
ly event the city receives an increase next FY, 
the increase will be allocated only to the first 
11 priorities; the remaining 20 categories will 
be flat-funded using current FY allocations, 
regardless of increased need for services. The 
remaining three scenarios - flat 
funding, a 5 percent or less cut, or 
a cut exceeding 5 percent - will 
be voted on during the council’s 
September 23 meeting. The 
worst-case scenario in¬ 
volves eliminating up to 
10, and possibly more, ser¬ 
vice categories. They may 
not be cut proportionately; instead they may 
be eliminated entirely. 

I urge the community to attend this 
Monday’s council meeting (City Hall, Room 
421, 4:30 p.m.) to demand next year’s allo¬ 
cation process be slowed down. Given 
HIV/AIDS service cuts already implement¬ 
ed in FY ’02-’03 by the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, the city, and the CARE Coun¬ 
cil - combined with another city deficit pro¬ 
jected for next year which will likely include 
more cuts, and the very real probability of 
another CARE award reduction next year - 
now is the time to insist that funding-sce¬ 
nario processes be slowed down. If we wait 
until February to raise objections, not only 
will the city be embroiled in a budget battle 
drowning out CARE funding allocations, it 
will be too late to influence this council’s 
premature set-in-stone decisions. ▼

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Less than ‘Olympic’ memories 

I hate to admit it, but our very own SF Chronicle 
recently published a great article on “Gearing Up for 
the Gay Games” that included ample recognition of 
“Gay Olympics” founder Tom Waddell. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, they did not delve very deep into the litigious 
tragedy sparked by the U.S. Olympic Committee that 
haunted Waddell to the very end of his life. And I fear 
that this is a story too many in the LGBT community 
- outside of Jim Provenzano - are unaware of as well 
(See also: Gay & Lesbian Biography, St. James Press, 
1997, where I wrote about Tom). 

All the recent local coverage of San Francisco’s as¬ 
pirations to attract the USOC’s favor in choosing our 
fair city for the larger 2012 Games has left many of us 
who remember Waddell’s struggles less than enthusi¬ 
astic. I find it hard to simply forgive and forget the 
— USOC’s less-than-inclusive, heartless actions of the 
past. Is there any evidence that the ruthless, ego-bloat¬ 
ed USOC has changed? 

To recap: Tom Waddell was the founder of the Gay 
Games (first conceived as the “Gay Olympics” in 
1982), a quadrennial celebration of sports and the arts 
that saw some 1,300 gay men and lesbians from over 
24 countries proudly march out onto the field of 
Kezar Stadium to compete in track and field, swim¬ 
ming, wrestling, diving, cycling, softball, soccer, ten¬ 
nis, and basketball. And as the Chronicle article so joy¬ 
ously confirmed, the Gay Games have been going full- 
force around the world ever since. Waddell - a world- 
class athlete himself, as well as a gay activist, 
father, and doctor specializing in infectious 
diseases - was passionate about the no¬ 
tion of organized gay and athletic events 
that, as he told the Advocate in 1986, were 
“conceived as a new idea in the meaning 
of sport based on inclusion rather than 
exclusion.” 

But it was soon apparent that the 
USOC saw things the other way 
around. The committee sued Waddell in 
a last-minute injunction against the use of the word 
“Olympics,” even though events like the “Rat 
Olympics” and the “Police Olympics” (among dozens 
of others) had proceeded without a peep since Con¬ 
gress had granted the USOC the exclusive rights to the 
word “Olympic” in 1978. At the time, everyone as¬ 
sumed the self-important committee was merely 
grandstanding. 

Not so. They pursued their suit right up to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. But here’s the truly sadistic part: Even, 
as Waddell lay dying of AIDS at home right here in 
San Francisco, his young daughter at his side, the 
USOC filed to recover legal fees by placing a $100,000 
lien against his property. Just a few weeks before he 
died in July 1987, the Supreme Court ruled 5-4 in 
favor of the USOC’s use of the word “Olympic” and 
ordered that damages be paid. The USOC has not, to 
my knowledge, ever since pursued a case against other 
groups and events that borrowed “their” word, nor of¬ 
fered any hint of remorse that their actions may have 
been, shall we say, a bit overzealous. 

These are my local “Olympic” memories. Maybe 
we want to think twice before kow-towing to the 
USOC powers that be, as fmanciallyT-ewarding as 
hosting the games might be. At the very least, the 
USOC owes the sizable lesbian/gay and straight-but- 
not-narrow communities here an apology for its past 
ruthlessness before holding those dollar signs so 
temptingly over our heads. Now there’s an action that 
would be in true Olympic spirit! Are you listening, 
Mayor Brown?

Time for candidates to discuss issues

Issues around HOPE 

For those who believe the Home Ownership Pro¬ 
gram for Everyone (Proposition R) initiative is won¬ 
derful, there are many issues to consider. 

First, the price of the unit. If anyone believes the 
average price per unit will be around $150,000, it is 
time for a reality check. The price will be determined 
by the number of rooms and location. Obviously, a 
one-bedroom unit in a Nob Hill or Russian Hill 
building will be more expensive than a unit in South 
of Market. The ultimate price will be set by the build¬ 
ing’s owner. 

Second, the building owner’s responsibility. If you 
own a unit and you need plumbing or other repairs, 
who pays the bills? Are repairs in the unit the respon¬ 
sibility of the building owner or the unit owner? If the 
building owner does some work on the building and 
claims a “pass through” does the unit owner have to 
participate in such pass throughs, or just the renters? 

Third, there are questions around home-owning 
tenants’ rights. The guarantee of lifetime occupancy 
for a tenant at rent-controlled rates may not be legal. 
This issue has to be cleared with the city attorney’s of¬ 
fice. 

The answer to the housing problem is to build 
more affordable housing. The HOPE initiative, how¬ 
ever, will aggravate the situation. It will remove rent¬ 
ed units from the market, and increase the rent when 
units become available. Most people in San Francisco 
want to rent an apartment at an affordable rate. 

HOPE’S author, Supervisor Tony Hall, is not inter¬ 
ested in the renters of San Francisco. He is a mouth¬ 
piece for the landlords.

City run-around on HIV 

On a Friday night last month, I had unsafe sex and 
may have been exposed to HIV. After worrying about 
it all weekend, I went to the City Clinic on 7th Street 
the following Tuesday, and was given the regular HIV 
antibody test but was told it can take weeks or months 
to show if I was infected. I was told to call San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital to get a viral load test to see if 
I actually now had the virus in my bloodstream and 
start appropriate treatment. The doctor then gave me 
a pamphlet entitled “Could You Have Just Gotten 
HIV?” It featured two pairs of clasping hands and it 
gave a phone number to call to talk about my options. 

I called that number (415-502-8100) and the guy 
made it sound like I was crazy, that the viral load test 
was only for people who already are HIV-positive. 
Then I called back the same number and talked to 
someone else and read them the pamphlet. They said 
that they were no longer offering that option due to 
funding cutbacks. He told me to call the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation. 

The person at SFAF said he never heard of such a 
thing and to please send him the pamphlet, which I 
did. After some research, he gave me the number of 
Medical Screening, which charges $385 for the test. 
Being broke, I then called the health center on 17th 
Street, which told me to call the anonymous HIV test 
phone number, which referred me back to the health 
center on 17th Street. I explained that I had already 
called them, so she referred me to Ward 86 at SF Gen¬ 
eral. Ward 86 said that if I came into the emergency 
room, I might get a doctor to refer me so that I can 
get the viral load test, but no guarantees. I also tried a 
few other phone numbers in the phone book that 
turned out to be dead ends. 

And they wonder why the HIV rate is increasing? 
Hey, it’s only 20 years into the epidemic, I guess it 
takes awhile to iron the kinks out of the system.

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Davis leads, Simon pleads

ljjP' he day after a Republican 
judge, appointed by former 
Governor Pete Wilson, re¬ 
versed a jury verdict of $78 mil¬ 
lion against his company for 
fraud, GOP gubernatorial nomi¬ 
nee Bill Simon immediately went 
to work, spending the entire day 
appealing to Republican donors 
for funds he hopes will help put 
his campaign back on track.

For the past few months, 
Simon has made good use of the 
conservative talk radio circuit to 
tend to his far-right political base, 
in the absence of money to match 
Governor Gray Davis’s television 
ad blitz.. But Simon has also said 
that at some point he will dig into 
his own pockets and spend his 
own money in hopes of regaining 
some momentum in a campaign 
that has been stymied for months. 
Simon’s campaign has been dis¬ 
tracted on issues surrounding his 
questionable business practices, 
his months-long refusal to reveal 
his income tax returns, and his 
flip-flop on a pledge to consider 
rights for gays and lesbians. 

Though current statewide 
polls show Davis leading Simon 
anywhere from 7 to 10 percentage 
points, a recent poll by Public Pol¬ 
icy Institute of California shows 
that though three-quarters of the 
state voters are now tuned into the 
contest, the fact is most voters 
aren’t happy with the choice of ei¬ 
ther Simon or Davis. In fact, 54 
percent were said to be “dissatis¬ 
fied” with the available candidates 
in the governor’s race. 

Davis reportedly still has near¬ 
ly $25 million to spend in the re¬ 
maining seven weeks of the cam¬ 
paign, while Simon, if he is to have 
any chance of winning, will have 
to write a personal check - proba¬ 
bly in the $10-15 million range. 
An example of the difference in 
the fundraising efforts of the two 
camps: during the first 10 days of 
this month, Simon collected 
$159,000, according to state 
records; that would buy less than 
one full day of statewide television 
ads. In contrast, Davis raised more 
than $1.9 million over the same 
10-day period. Indeed, while 
Simon was running a hastily as¬ 
sembled television ad this past 
week touting endorsements by 
both President George W. Bush 
and former New York City Mayor 
Rudy Giuliani, the campaign was 
said to be desperately appealing to 
donors for enough money to keep 
the ad up another week. 

Did Simon get the political lift 
his campaign so badly needed 
after last week’s court ruling? Not 


necessarily. Simon still has two 
other potentially damaging court 
cases to deal with, and Tony 
Guinn, a former Republican 
strategist who is now the editor of 
the California Target Book, which 
assesses political races, said, “He 
avoided the death blow [with the 
judge’s ruling] but it doesn’t solve 
his problems by far, because I 
think his campaign would have 
collapsed had the verdict stood 
up.” 

The judge’s ruling, incidentally, 
will be appealed to a higher court, 
but, fortunately, for Simon, it will 
not be heard until after November 
5. 

Politics and people 

In yet another Field Poll re¬ 
leased last week, Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor Cruz Bustamante 
(D) and Attorney Gener¬ 
al Bill Lockyer (D) were 
holding comfortable 
leads over the GOP op¬ 
ponents, Bruce 
McPherson and 
Dick Ackerman re¬ 
spectively, for 
the November 
5 race. State 
Treasurer Phil 
Angelides (D) 
was leading his GOP challenger, 
Greg Conlon, in a close race; 
Keith Olberg, the GOP nominee, 
was actually leading San Francis¬ 
co Assemblyman Kevin Shelley 
(D) in a neck-and-neck race for 
secretary of state, but there’s still 
an average of 34 percent “unde¬ 
cided” in all the statewide races. If 
Gray Davis does well against Bill 
Simon in the governor’s race, the 
rest of the Democratic ticket ap¬ 
pears safe in a state where De¬ 
mocrats out-register Republicans 
by nearly 10 percentage points

Big gov strikes again

I If e who pays the piper calls 
the tune. Harvard Law 
I if School recently got a re¬ 
minder of this aphorism when the 
federal government threatened to 
cut off all funding for the school 
unless it ended its ban on military 
recruiting - a ban the school 
initiated to protest the mili¬ 
tary’s discrimination against 
gays. For those who advo¬ 
cate the use of govern¬ 
ment power on behalf of 
gays, the episode should be a 
lesson in how that power 
may be turned 
against us. 

For more than 
two decades Harvard 
Law School has refused to give 
military recruiters access to its ca¬ 
reer placement department. Such 
departments facilitate contacts be¬ 
tween students and potential em¬ 
ployers by setting up interviews 
conducted on school property. 
Most of those employers are pri¬ 
vate law firms, but federal and 
state government agencies also re¬ 
cruit for their legal departments. 

Like many law schools, Har¬ 
vard bars discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation and re¬ 
quires recruiters to pledge they 
will not discriminate against gays 
in their employment practices. 
For most private-sector law firms, 
especially the largest and most 
prestigious firms, this require¬ 
ment is no problem since they al¬ 
ready have policies barring such 
discrimination. 


But the U.S. military cannot 
make this non-discrimination 
pledge. By federal law, passed by 
Congress and signed by President 
Clinton nine years ago, the mili¬ 
tary must expel known homosex¬ 
uals. “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” as the 
policy is called, has resulted in an 
increase in discharges for homo¬ 
sexuality in almost every year 
since its inception. 

Private schools around 
the country, like Har¬ 
vard, have reacted to this 
discrimination by ban¬ 
ning military recruitment 
on their campuses. This has 
had little if any discernible ef¬ 
fect on actual mili¬ 
tary recruitment of 
university students 
since recruitment 
continues off-campus and mili¬ 
tary recruiters are often invited to 
visit by student groups. The poli¬ 
cies serve mostly as a symbolic 
statement of non-cooperation 
with state-sponsored anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination. 

Nevertheless, Congress re¬ 
sponded with a 1996 federal law 
known as the Solomon Amend¬ 
ment after its sponsor, Represen¬ 
tative Gerald Solomon (R-New 
York). The Solomon Amendment 
makes federal funding for univer¬ 
sity research contingent on 
schools’ allowing military recruit¬ 
ment on campus. In other words, 
“Let military recruiters on campus 
or we cut off your government 
money.” 

Although Harvard permits 
military recruiters at undergradu¬ 
ate job fairs and allows them to 


visit the law school at the invita¬ 
tion of a student group, the U.S. 
Air Force recently informed the 
law school that the recruiting ban 
violates the Solomon Amend¬ 
ment. The Air Force threatened to 
recommend ending government 
funding to all of Harvard, not just 
the law school. That would have 
meant a loss of $328 million a 
year, 16 percent of Harvard’s op¬ 
erating budget, with serious reper¬ 
cussions for students’ education, 
faculty work, and important re¬ 
search aided by money from the 
federal government. 

Predictably, the law school’s 
gay student group, blamed the 
Bush administration for its “very 
heavy-handed approach to en¬ 
forcing policy.” However, the new 
get-tough line on military recruit¬ 
ment was first proposed by Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s Defense Depart¬ 
ment in 2000. And, of course, 
Clinton signed the Solomon 
Amendment into law - another 
reward for all our hard work on 
his behalf. 

Faced with this significant loss 
of federal money, the law school 
lifted its ban. In a letter to students 
and faculty, the dean wrote: “I 
have personally struggled with 
this issue. At the same time most 
of us reluctantly accept the reality 
that this university cannot afford 
the loss of federal funds.” 

If Harvard, by far the richest 
private university in the country, 
can be brought to its knees by 
threats from the federal govern¬ 
ment then no such institution will 
be able to resist.

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Two sides of the gender coin 


by Gwendolyn Ann Smith 

ft house divided against itself 
Jfj | can not stand. 
mm Okay, it may seem 
cliched to begin with a quote, es¬ 
pecially one from the Great 
Emancipator himself. I ask your 
forgiveness, this one time. You see, 
I see a division in our community, 
one that while nowhere near as 
explosive as that of which Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln spoke, can still end 
up splitting our community, leav¬ 
ing us weaker overall. As our com¬ 
munity continues to grow, these 
lines are becoming clearer: an old 
guard versus a new guard. 

I have to speak in stereotypes 
and generalities in order to ex¬ 
plain them, so if you do not find a 
clear definition of yourself in the 
below, never fear - there’s no clear 
answer for me here either. 

The old guard is largely male- 
to-female, crossdresser, or trans¬ 
sexual identified. Many may have 
seen headlines of Christine Jor¬ 
gensen back in the 1950s, or fol¬ 
lowed the life stories of Caroline 
“Tula” Cossey or Renee Richards 
in the 1970s. The mantra of the 
old guard has long been to fit in, 
to move quickly across the 
gender divide, rather than 
linger in any disputed bor¬ 
der zone: there is only man 
and woman, and anything 
else doesn’t count. 

The new guard is 
somewhat dif¬ 
ferent animal. 

This group is 
largely female- 
to-male, and may eschew the 
transsexual or crossdresser labels, 
in favor of genderqueer, transgen¬ 
der, or any number of other per¬ 
sonal choices. Many retain a 
foothold in the lesbian communi¬ 
ty, and might call themselves trans 
dykes or some similar choice of 
terms. This group is more inter¬ 
ested in exploring that land be¬ 
tween genders - or, at the least, 
feels that this is their place in the 
world. The binary just doesn’t fit 
as well as it may on others. 

In some ways, the split is gen¬ 
erational, with the new guard 
coming up the ranks in a post¬ 
modernist world willing to de¬ 
construct all things - including 



one to another option along the 
binary. To these others, it doesn’t 
matter if we are old or new guard 
- we are all. a bunch of freaks. It’s 
not evil geniuses in giant under¬ 
ground lairs I’m talking about ei¬ 
ther, though I can envision the 
likes of Fred Phelps riding around 
on a private monorail under a 
hollowed-out volcano. It goes 
from the leaders of the religious 
right all the way down to the aver¬ 
age person on the street. 

It is those people who would 
be more than happy to see us con¬ 
tinue to remain a divided com¬ 
munity, with neither side pulling 
from the strengths of the other. 
Struggling against ourselves keeps 
us weak, and powerless to effect 
change. It is what keeps our law¬ 
makers from supporting us on a 


national level, and what keeps our 
visibility at the level of Jerry 
Springer. 

We can change this - if we look 
at each other, see where our 
strengths truly lie, and choose to 
learn from each other. Take a mo¬ 
ment and explore, seek out the 
stories of those opposite your side 
of the fence, and see just what you 
can take from their stories - you 
may discover that our house can 
stand after all. ▼

gender - while the old guard 
comes more from a time when 
the roles of “man” and “woman” 
were clear and codified in our 
society. 

It would seem that 
both sides would clearly 
* be at loggerheads. With 
one group defining them¬ 
selves against a binary, 
while the other would be 
happiest with¬ 
out a binary at 
all, well, things 
get very messy 

indeed. 

Now I mentioned earlier that 
these definitions were generalities, 
and that I don’t quite fit into ei¬ 
ther. I am much like a buffet 
menu, pulling an item from here 
and an item from there. While I 
am happy fitting in a given spot in 
the binary, I must also admit some 
deep fascination with the middle 
ground, this space that can be de¬ 
scribed as transgendered. I maybe 
happy to be a woman, but I like 
this exploration, and can only see 
it as positive. Besides, I’ve done 
more than a little experimentation 
myself, before hanging * the 
“woman” label around my neck. 

Maybe it is my own desire to 


within a binary structure, if that is 
your choice. I looked at my op¬ 
tions before self-identifying as a 
transgendered woman, and for all 
I know, I could identify as some¬ 
thing entirely different as time 
goes on. 

Likewise, I may happen to live 
a largely visible and out existence 
as a transgendered woman, but I 
can certainly understand - even 
appreciate - those who opt to live 
their lives in a much quieter way. 
If one feels that their life as a 
woman or a man requires that 
they not love in a border space, I 
cannot fault such an option. Lean 
also point to times in my own past 
where I chose to keep parts of my 
life firmly shuttered away from 
others, and it was the best option 
for me at the time. 

But it’s time for me to get back 
to the quote that started this 
whole discussion. There are plen¬ 
ty out there who would rather we 
did not have the ability to explore 
outside the binary, or move from

The point here is not to defend 
university bans on military re¬ 
cruitment. That is a hard call, in¬ 
volving as it does the application 
of an important principle (non¬ 
discrimination) to a matter of na¬ 
tional need (military recruitment) 
in a time of crisis (the war on ter¬ 
rorism and a potential war against 
Iraq). The bans are probably jus¬ 
tifiable given the trivial impact 
they have on actual recruitment. 
But a good, and not necessarily 
homophobic, argument can be 
made against such bans. Further, 
private educational institutions 
can call attention to the military’s 
discrimination without complete¬ 
ly banning recruiting. 

The point, instead, is to high¬ 
light the power the state wields 
when it grows to the point that it 
insinuates itself into almost every 
aspect of our lives. Almost no one 
- even the most stingy fiscal con¬ 
servative - seriously opposes gov¬ 
ernment funding for medical re¬ 
search, scientific studies, student 
loans, and similar good causes. 

Yet the government that gives 
so generously with one hand can 


smack us with the other. As the 
Harvard experience demonstrates, 
even the richest and most power¬ 
ful of us can become dependent 
on government sponsorship. The 
larger the role of the state in our 
lives the more often we’ll find our¬ 
selves in a conflict between what 
we want to do and what the gov¬ 
ernment wants us to do. And we’ll 
find the call to heel as irresistible 
as Harvard did. 

Some gay civil rights advocates 
seem sanguine about using state 
power to make life better for gays. 
Hate crimes laws, employment dis¬ 
crimination protections, funding 
for community and AIDS groups, 
and other measures call on govern¬ 
ment to help us in some way. 

At least some of these measures 
are surely worthwhile. But we 
must recognize they come at the 
cost of an expanded state, a state 
whose ends we will not always 
control. That should counsel con¬ 
siderable caution whenever some¬ 
one proposes we surrender a little 
freedom for a little help from our 
government friend. ▼

Petaluma pot club 
raided; rally on Monday

I n the latest sign of the federal 
government’s stepped-up war 
on medical marijuana, the fed¬ 
eral Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration raided a medical cannabis 
dispensary in Petaluma on Sep¬ 
tember 12. 

The Genesis cannabis dispen¬ 
sary and an associated marijuana 
garden in Sebastopol received vis¬ 
its from DEA agents last Thursday 
morning. Genesis director Robert 
Schmidt was arrested. 

The North Bay action follows 
closely on the heels of a raid on 
the Wo/Men’s Alliance for Medical 
Marijuana in Santa Cruz on Sep¬ 
tember 5. WAMM directors Va¬ 
lerie and Mike Corral, who were 
released after the raid, have not yet 
been indicted. 

Americans for Safe Access acti¬ 
vated its emergency response net¬ 
work for the second time in two 
weeks, calling on medical mari¬ 
juana advocates to protest at fed¬ 
eral sites across the country. Lo¬ 
cally activists and medical mari¬ 
juana patients turned out at noon 
at the Federal Buildings in San 
Francisco and Oakland last week. 

“We are shocked that the DEA 
would make medical marijuana 
its top priority while the rest of 
the country is at a high state of 
alert,” said ASA executive director 
Steph Sherer. “While the country 


was on orange alert on September 
11, 30 DEA agents were busily 
plotting an attack on the medical 
marijuana community. The presi¬ 
dent warned us of an attack, but 
he didn’t tell us it would be from 
our own government.” 

Medical cannabis advocates are 
planning a major protest this Mon¬ 
day, September 23, in Sacramento. 
ASA is calling on patients, care¬ 
givers, medical professionals, ac¬ 
tivists, and other concerned citizens 
to come out en masse to protest the 
recent DEA raids and federal perse¬ 
cution of patients in compliance 
with Proposition 215, the California 
Compassionate Use Act of 1996. 

The demonstration will coin¬ 
cide with the sentencing hearing 
for medical marijuana patient and 
grower Bryan Epis, who faces a 
federal 10-year mandatory mini¬ 
mum prison sentence. Epis was ar¬ 
rested in June 1997 for growing 
cannabis for the Chico Medical 
Marijuana Caregivers dispensary 
and was convicted by a federal jury 
in July. His is the first case in which 
a California medical marijuana 
prosecution reached a federal jury. 

Monday’s actions - dubbed 
Medical Cannabis Freedom Day - 
will include a morning protest and 
press conference at the federal 
courthouse and a noon rally at the 
state Capitol. The rally will feature 
numerous speakers including San 
Francisco District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan, representatives 


from the offices of state Attorney 
General Bill Lockyer and state Sen¬ 
ator John Vasconcellos (D-Santa 
Clara), and the directors of sever¬ 
al local medical marijuana organi¬ 
zations. Civil disobedience actions 
may also take place, sources said. 

ASA is also planning support¬ 
ive actions in Washington, D.C., 
the same day and has called for 
candlelight vigils in various loca¬ 
tions on Sunday, September 22. 

At the Sacramento rally, med¬ 
ical cannabis supporters will kick 
off a petition drive demanding 
clemency for Epis and calling for 
state officials to stand up for Cali¬ 
fornia’s medical marijuana law. 

The California Supreme Court 
ruled in July that “the possession 
and cultivation of marijuana is no 
more criminal - so long as [the 
state law’s] conditions are satisfied 
- than the possession and acquisi¬ 
tion of any prescription drug with 
a physician’s prescription.” How¬ 
ever, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled against medical cannabis 
providers in May 2000, and the 
federal government contends that 
federal drug statutes supersede 
state law. T

Canada panel calls for 
marijuana law reform

A Canadian legislative com¬ 
mittee has endorsed “com¬ 
passion clubs” for patients 
who use medicinal cannabis. In¬ 
terestingly, the news came on Sep¬ 
tember 4, the day before U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
agents carried out a raid against a 
California medical marijuana club 
in Santa Cruz. 

After two years of study, the 
Canadian Senate Special Commit¬ 
tee on Illegal Drugs last week is¬ 
sued a 600-page report entitled 
“Cannabis: Our Position for a 
Canadian Public Policy.” 

The report urges Parliament to 
institute drug law reforms to allow 
the regulated use of marijuana for 
both medicinal and recreational 
purposes, with licenses for pro¬ 
ducing and selling the drug. 

“Scientific evidence over¬ 
whelmingly indicates that cannabis 
is substantially less harmful than 
alcohol and should be treated not 
as a criminal issue but as a social 
and public health issue,” said com¬ 
mittee chair Senator Pierre Claude 
Nolin. “[W]e have come to the 
conclusion that, as a drug, it should 
be regulated by the state much as 
we do for wine and beer, hence our 
preference for legalization over de¬ 
criminalization.” 

Compared to statements from 
U.S. officials, the report is shock¬ 
ingly frank in its criticism of ex¬ 
isting drug policies and refreshing 
in its reliance on evidence over 
ideology. 


Acknowledging that current poli¬ 
cies have been a “complete failure” in 
curbing marijuana consumption, 
the committee instead recommends 
a harm reduction approach, stating 
that prevention messages should be 
“credible, verifiable, and neutral” and 
“take into account contemporary 
knowledge about drugs.” 

The report distinguishes be¬ 
tween normal and excessive use of 
cannabis, recognizing that 
“[m]ost users are not at-risk users 
insofar as their use is regulated, ir¬ 
regular, and temporary.” The com¬ 
mittee also notes that cannabis de¬ 
pendence is “less severe and less 
frequent” than dependence on al¬ 
cohol or tobacco. 

Regarding medical use, the 
committee refutes many of the ar¬ 
guments put forth by U.S. drug 
warriors. “It is not a question of 
defending general public policy 
on marijuana or even all illegal 
drugs. It is not a question of send¬ 
ing a symbolic message about 
‘drugs.’ It is not a question of 
being afraid that young people 
will use marijuana if it is approved 
as a medicine,” the report states. 
“The question, and the only ques¬ 
tion, for physicians as profession¬ 
als is whether, to what extent, and 
in what circumstances, marijuana 
serves a therapeutic purpose.” 

The committee notes that 
cannabis has therapeutic benefits 
for conditions such as pain, nau¬ 
sea, and appetite loss - a conclu¬ 
sion also reached by the U.S. Insti¬ 
tute of Medicine and others. 

The Canadian legislators rec¬ 
ommend that only activities that 


cause demonstrable harm to others 
- including driving under the in¬ 
fluence, trafficking, and sale to mi¬ 
nors under age 16 - should be pro¬ 
hibited. Other recommendations 
include increased funding for mar¬ 
ijuana research and amnesty for 
anyone convicted of cannabis pos¬ 
session under current or past law. 

Recognizing that its recom¬ 
mendations will likely cause fric¬ 
tion with the U.S., the committee 
suggests that Canada should use 
its good international reputation 
to attempt to amend United Na¬ 
tions drug treaties. 

The committee’s recommen¬ 
dations are not binding, and a 
House of Commons committee is 
working on a similar report, due 
in November, that many expect 
will be less liberal. Nevertheless, 
drug reform advocates hope the 
latest report will influence the 
government to reconsider existing 
laws - a process that already ap¬ 
pears to be under way. In July, Jus¬ 
tice Minister Maurice Cauchon 
said he was considering decrimi¬ 
nalization of marijuana posses¬ 
sion, replacing jail sentences with 
fines. And following an appeals 
court ruling in 2000, the Canadian 
government has amended laws to 
allow medical marijuana use in 
certain circumstances; it is expect¬ 
ed to begin a clinical trial this fall 
or winter that will provide 
cannabis to some 800 patients.V

Dist. 6 supe candidates debate in forum

O n Sunday, September 15, 
while 400,000 spectators 
watched Charles Dionne 
besting Lance Armstrong and 180 
world champion cyclists as they 
circled San Francisco, about 40 po¬ 
litical stalwarts watched seven of 
the nine candidates for District 6 
supervisor circle the issues in a 
forum in the basement auditorium 
of San Francisco’s State Building. 

Incumbent Chris Daly was the 
most conspicuous no-show, but 
sent a letter with a campaign 
worker saying that one of the 
sponsoring organizations (the San 
Francisco District 6 Democratic 
Club) had already come out 
against him - and so, he felt, he 
would not get a fair hearing. 

Daly was a tenant organizer 
who was elected on a platform op¬ 
posing gentrification in the Mis¬ 
sion and has worked, according to 
an aide, to implement “the 
strongest renter protections in a 
decade” and improve city funding 
of HIV/AIDS programs. 

But Daly’s radical stances on 
rent control and homelessness 
have angered some of the more 
moderate voters in one of the 
city’s poorest but also most het¬ 
erogeneous districts that includes 
not only the Tenderloin but also 
Cathedral Hill, the newly gentri- 
fied neighborhoods in South 
Beach and South Park, much of 
the South of Market area plus 
Yerba Buena and Treasure islands. 

So the District 6 race has po¬ 
larized into Daly versus what 
Daly’s opponents call ABCD, that 
is, Anybody But Chris Daly. The 
problem for his opponents is that 
“anybody” is not on the ballot, 
and none of the rival candidates 
have managed to generate much 
enthusiasm among voters so far. 
Not surprisingly, given the dis-

trict’s differing constituencies, 
most of the candidates talked 
about consensus building. 

“My first job will be to build a 
consensus on the board,” said 
Arthur Jackson. 

“I’m a consensus builder,” said 
Burke Strunsky. 

“We need to be working to¬ 
gether,” said Michael Sweet. 

The candidate who manages to 
reconcile the politics of the haves 
with the have-nots, of South 
Beach with the Tenderloin, may 
have a shot at forcing Daly into a 
runoff. Daly needs 50 percent plus 
one vote on November 5 to win 
outright. Otherwise he will face 
the next highest vote getter on De¬ 
cember 10. 

The field 

Roger Gordon is an MBA who 
says he is new to San Francisco 
politics. He was the executive di¬ 
rector of Urban Solutions, a non¬ 
profit economic development cor¬ 
poration. He said that he is pro 
rent control, but against Supervi¬ 
sor Tony Hall’s HOPE (Home 
Ownership Program for Every¬ 
one) measure that would make 
condo conversions easier. 


District 6 candidate 
faces drug charges

D istrict 6 supervisorial candidate Malinka Moye is currently 
facing drug possession charges that stem from an arrest in 
January. 

According to the arresting officer’s report, Moye was allegedly in 
possession of three “off-white rocks” which the officer, Aileen 
Brady, “suspected [to be] crack cocaine.” Brady’s report also states 
that Moye attempted to dispose of another “off-white rock” and a 
clear glass pipe by dropping them behind the tire of a parked car. 

Moye has pleaded not guilty to the charges and asserts that the 
arrest was an attempt by police to frame him. “They’ll make up 
anything to make more money,” Moye said. “When you come into 
the system, they’ll just throw a charge at you. 

“I’ve tried coke,” Moye said, “but I really don’t have a drug prob¬ 
lem. I’ve never had a serious drug problem, to say that I need a 
rehab program -1 say, no. No.” 

Moye was also arrested on March 19 - in an incident that police 
called “bizarre” - for allegedly killing and butchering a goat in a va¬ 
cant lot near the Potrero Hill Recreation Center on Arkansas Street. 
According to the police report, Moye stated that he “tied the goat’s 
hind leg to a pole and hit [it] three times in the head with a 60-pound 
brick until it was dead.” According to the report, Moye stated that he 
“thought eating the meat would make him stronger at the gym.” 

The charges of animal cruelty were later dismissed by the district 
attorney’s office. 

Moye said, however, that the most serious criminal charge he 
has faced - for assault with a deadly weapon - was the result of a 
February 1999 incident when he was arrested for allegedly attack¬ 
ing another man in another, apparently drug-related crime. 

According to the police report, at the time of his arrest Moye 
told officers that, “That guy was smoking crack with my girl, so I 
got mad and pushed him down the stairs.” According to the report, 
the victim said that Moye also hit him on the back of the head with 
a weight plate causing a large cut. Those charges were also ulti¬ 
mately dismissed. 

At press time, Moye was scheduled to stand trial on the most 
recent drug charges on Wednesday, September 18. ▼ 


“I don’t have any possibility of 
buying a house,” he said, “espe¬ 
cially if I get elected to the Board 
of Supervisors.” 

The job currently pays $37,000 
a year. 

Jackson runs a personnel 
agency. He was appointed to the 
San Francisco Health Commission 
from 1992 to 1996 and served as 
president for two years. He was 
reappointed to the Health Com¬ 
mission in 2001 and resigned Sep¬ 
tember 10. He cited his experience 
as his main qualification for the job. 

“It’s a serious job and it needs a 
serious person,” he said, but got 
the biggest laugh for the biggest 
gaffe of the afternoon as he lauded 
his ability to work with women. 
Talking about his work with Sena¬ 
tor Dianne Feinstein (D-Califor- 
nia) and Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), he 
said, “There’s not a woman around 


I haven’t worked on.” 

Garrett Jenkins is the only out 
gay candidate in the group. He 
was a Navy pilot. He says the main 
problem facing the district is 
housing - which he proposes to 
build in South Beach and China 
Basin. 

Malinka Moye is currently fac¬ 
ing drug possession charges (see 
story below). He said he is “look¬ 
ing for people who want to make 
changes in the system.” 

Robert N. Power is the Liber¬ 
tarian candidate who charges that 
“San Francisco spends more per 
capita than any other city in 
America,” and that we “need to re¬ 
strict the power of city govern¬ 
ment.” 

Strunsky is on leave from the 
San Francisco District Attorney’s 
office where he was an assistant 
district attorney for three years. 
He said that the “number one 


concern in the district is home¬ 
lessness.” He questions the effec¬ 
tiveness of the city’s current pro¬ 
grams, which now cost $200 mil¬ 
lion per year. He would imple¬ 
ment a special court system, mod¬ 
eled on a similar program in New 
York City, to deal with so-called 
quality of life crimes, most often 
committed by homeless people, to 
get those people out of the judicial 
system and “get them some help.” 

Sweet is a lawyer specializing in 
business litigation. A resident of 
South Beach, he has been active in 
neighborhood politics where he 
said he helped to get a $12 million 
redevelopment grant to improve 
open space around the South 
Beach Flarbor. 

James Leo Dunn, who was the 
other no-show at the forum, will 
be remembered as the man who 
devised the idea, in his run for the 
same seat in 2000, of a tunnel 
under Ellis and Taylor streets 
where the homeless could be shel¬ 
tered from the elements. 

“They would dig it themselves 
and be paid $49 an hour,” recalled 
forum organizer Frederick Hob¬ 
son. “For $49 an hour, honey, I’d 
be in there digging myself.” 

There will be two more District 
6 candidate forums .before the 
November 5 general ejection. The 1 
first is Tuesday, October 8 at Cesar 
Chavez Hall, 1885 Mission Street, 
3rd floor, at 5:45 p.m. and is spon¬ 
sored by the Human Services Net¬ 
work. The second is on Thursday, 
October 24 in the Main Library’s 
Koret Auditorium at 6 p.m. and is 
sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters. ▼

Lawsuit filed against publisher of gay newspapers

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A lawsuit for nonpayment, 
filed by two former owners 
of the Washington Blade, is 
another sign of the perilous con¬ 
dition of Window Media, the 
holding company that last year 
purchased the gay newspaper and 
its sister publication the New York 
Blade News for approximately 
$3.6 million. The company also 
owns gay newspapers in Atlanta 
and Houston, and closed one in 
New Orleans that it had pur¬ 
chased.

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ciple stockholders of the Blades, 
filed suit in Washington, D.C. Su¬ 
perior Court against Window 
Media for nonpayment of money 
owed them as part of that sale. 
The August 9 filing unlocked a 
wealth of information on the 
heretofore private deal. 

Purchase of the Blades was 
completed on May 16,2001, part¬ 
ly financed with a $1 million loan 
from Silicon Valley Bank in Santa 
Clara, California. A venture capi¬ 
tal firm provided a portion of the 
cash by investing in Window 
Media. And Michaels and Lamont 
also agreed to finance a share of 
the deal through a deferral of pay¬ 
ments and interest to them that 
would stretch out over seven years. 

The new management team of 
publisher William Waybourn and 
executive editor Chris Crain got 
off to a rocky start when employ¬ 
ees of the Washington Blade, far 
and away the largest and most fi¬ 
nancially secure of their newspa¬ 
pers, petitioned to form a union. 
Window Media was able to defeat 
a union vote through a combina¬ 
tion of enticing offers to employ¬ 
ees and promoting some into 
management where they would be 
unable to join a union. 

Turmoil reportedly continues to 
haunt the newsroom. The Wash¬ 
ington paper has gone through 
three news editors, it has not re¬ 
placed its only staff photographer 
who resigned more than a year ago, 
and few editorial employees remain 
from pre-purchase days. 

The New York paper has cut 
publication from weekly to every 
other week and has lost its entire 
editorial staff. The office is being 


run by an employee on temporary 
assignment from Atlanta. 

The position of chief financial 
officer and controller for Window 
Media also has been a revolving 
door, with three people passing 
through in little more than a year. 

Follow the money 

Rumors circulating at the time 
of the purchase pegged the deal in 
the $3-4 million dollar range, a 
figure that many observers felt 
would burden the company with 
debt and financial expectations 
that Window Media would be un¬ 
able to support. 

Newspaper ad revenue had 
been at its peak when the compa¬ 
ny initiated discussions on pur¬ 
chasing the Blades. A year passed 
before the deal was completed and 
newspaper ad revenue had begun 
to nose-dive, but the purchase was 
not reevaluated in that light. 

The financial underpinnings of 
the purchase seem to have come 
apart practically from the start. In 
a letter dated February 12, 2002, 
Silicon Valley Bank issued a notice 
of default by Window Media on 
its $1 million loan. Standard 
banking practice is to try to work 
out these types of issues prior to 
issuing a formal letter. It suggests 
that Window Media had not been 
compliant with its agreement for 
some time. 

Window Media in turn used its 
nonpayment to the bank to argue 
that it was no longer obligated to 
pay the full purchase price. It 
sought to, adjust downward the 
amount that it owed Michaels and 
Lamont - by some $428,350. It 
failed to make payments to the 


pair scheduled for May 16. 

This cascade of events caused 
Michaels and Lamont to seek legal 
redress and culminated with filing 
their lawsuit on August 9. They 
seek accelerated payment of all 
that is owed them, as is stipulated 
in a provision of the sale agree¬ 
ment, and barring that, foreclo¬ 
sure and return of their property, 
the Blades. 

Gay City News, a New York 
City competitor with a history of 
antagonism toward the Blade, 
broke the story in its September 
13 edition. The article reported 
that none of the principles would 
discuss the issues with the media. 

The coverage prompted Way- 
bourn to issue a memo on Mon¬ 
day, September 16 to Window 
Media staff in which he tried to 
attribute any financial difficulties 
to the fact that, “Last year was the 
worst year in 50 years of newspa¬ 
per advertising and this year is the 
second worst year.” 

But the annual Gay Press Re¬ 
port, also released on September 
16, painted a different picture. 
“Spending in print advertising 
overall dropped 6.2 percent in 
2001 - but gay advertising saw 
only a slight drop of 1.7 percent 
after several years of rapid 
growth.” 

The number of ad pages in the 
Washington Blade since the pur¬ 
chase appears to be similar to or 
perhaps even greater than in re¬ 
cent years prior to that purchase. 

Waybourn claimed in the 
memo, “The gay communities in 
each of our cities are far better 
served by our combination of re¬ 
sources.” T

wrote of being “the positive one” 
and practicing safer sex with his 
boyfriend for eight years before 
his partner seroconverted two 
years ago through an encounter 
outside of the relationship. 

“Once he became infected, we 
stopped using condoms. Yes, we 
know about multiple infection 
cases and, yes, I am resistant to 
some drugs and he has never 
taken any yet. But I don’t think 
there is any way that we would go 
back to using condoms again, at 
least at this time. 

“If he came to me and said that 
he wanted us to use them, then I 
certainly would without hesita¬ 
tion (though with some sadness). 
But, he won’t do that (though, I 
will ask him again if he wants to). 
I suppose if (when) my viral load 
went back up, I would (will) con¬ 
sider using condoms,” Barr wrote. 
“But for now, I just don’t see how 
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we could go back to using them. 

“It isn’t just that the sex ‘feels 
better’ and is ‘more spontaneous’ 
(we have been together 10 years, 
nothing much is spontaneous). 
Sex is not only just ‘better’ without 
a condom, it is somehow more 
meaningful and emotionally con¬ 
nected. I don’t know why that is, 
but I know that it is how we feel 
and that is important to us.” 

Barr recounted how “for cen¬ 
turies” gay men “have placed our¬ 
selves in great physical, emotion¬ 
al, and legal danger because ful¬ 
filling our sexual desire is so im¬ 
portant to (some of) us.” He took 
pains not to denigrate the impor¬ 
tance of prevention, “but unless 
we understand and value the im¬ 
portance of our sexual activity, we 
cannot be successful in our pre¬ 
vention efforts.” 

What can be done? 

One part of the equation is sim¬ 
ply to make condoms more avail¬ 
able. Fishbowls of condoms, once 
ubiquitous at gay bars, have slowly 
disappeared in most cities. Some 
AIDS services organizations have 
discontinued those programs, ei¬ 
ther through lack of interest or lack 
of funding. But just as often, some 
bar owners and managers have de¬ 
cided that such reminders of safer 
sex “destroy the mood” they are 
trying to create and so have banned 
safer sex education and condoms. 

San Francisco remains an ex¬ 
ception. Condoms are widely 
available at AIDS organizations, 
gay bars, and many businesses 
through a program operated by 
the Department of Public Health 
and contracted through the Stop 
AIDS Project. 

Brian Varner, writing from 
Tennessee, wrote of the impor¬ 
tance of education. While he does 


not prefer abstinence-only pro¬ 
grams, he supports them because 
“at least they’re talking about [sex¬ 
ually transmitted] diseases and 
giving them names and teaching 
the medical science aspects, which 
my generation in my geographic 
region didn’t get.” 

“HIV-negs have a responsibili¬ 
ty, but my experience [working in 
prevention with adolescents] has 
shown me that it is much easier to 
be cavalier about risk when that 
risk is still nebulous and unde¬ 
fined,” added Reggie Miller. “I’m 
often amazed by their ability to 
spit back safer sex platitudes while 
still having NO real comprehen¬ 
sion or understanding of the 
terms involved.” He has found that 
talking with people who are posi¬ 
tive and on treatment helps to 
bring the message home. 

Carter supports the idea of 
eroticizing the use of condoms, 
but he acknowledged the dichoto¬ 
my of reconciling that with “the 
notion that this act I’m about to 
engage in has risks.” 

In a private conversation, Gross- 
man spoke with dismay of the ap¬ 
pearance of “raw” gay porn. And 
even when condoms are used in 
videos, they seem to “magically ap¬ 
pear,” putting them on is never made 
part of the erotic experience of sex. 

“Instead of focusing on safety, 
prevention efforts need to look at 
what’s really going on in sexual re¬ 
lationships and then teach skills 
for relationships that work better 
in all ways,” said John James, edi¬ 
tor of AIDS Treatment News. 

Grossman sees recreational 
drug use as an important contrib¬ 
utor to unsafe practices. He tries 
to counsel his patients on being 
“smart” in using those drugs, such 
as limiting use to dance clubs and 
situations not involving sex. T

Green Party’s Peter Camejo 
advocates for civil unions 


SIX GREAT 
REASONS 
TO CHOOSE

U nlike the two major party 
candidates in the Califor¬ 
nia governor’s race, Green 
Party candidate Peter Camejo 
would support equal civil rights 
for same-sex couples if elected 
leader of the state. 

Camejo, a 61-year-old 
Venezuelan American, is the only 
candidate to unequivocally sup¬ 
port extending the same rights 
and benefits to same-sex domestic 
partners that are now awarded to 
heterosexual married couples. 

“We are 100 percent for equal 
rights for gays and lesbians. It is a 
basic premise of our belief sys¬ 
tem,” Camejo told the Bay Area 
Reporter in an interview earlier 
this month. 

While Democratic incumbent 
Governor Gray Davis signed into 
law the nation’s most sweeping 
domestic partnership legislation 
last fall, he is against gay marriage. 
And Davis has yet to support civil 
unions for same-sex couples; 

In an interview in the spring, 
Davis told the B.A.R. that he was 
establishing a task force to exam¬ 
ine how California could imple¬ 
ment civil unions such as Ver¬ 
mont has done. Yet due to the 
budget stalemate lasting through¬ 
out the summer, that task force 
has yet to meet. While Davis said 
he would wait to make a decision 
on civil unions until the task force 
completed its work, any report on 
the issue is unlikely to be released 
prior to the November election. 

Bill Simon, the Republican gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate, is also op¬ 
posed to gay marriage and has waf¬ 
fled on his support for domestic 
partnership laws. In August, Simon 
said in a response to a Log Cabin 
Republicans’ questionnaire that he 
“would not support undoing any 
of the rights that currently are 
available under the law” for do¬ 
mestic partnerships and stated he 
“would be open about adding 
rights and responsibilities as would 
be appropriate and justified.”

Simon later rescinded those 
comments and disavowed ever 
having seen the questionnaire or 
his responses to it in an effort to 
appease conservative members of 
his party. In a letter to Republican 
state Senator Ray Haynes (River¬ 
side), Simon stated that he oppos¬ 
es “creating a special class of do¬ 
mestic partnership laws that is de¬ 
fined by sexual orientation or 
preference.” 

Camejo calls such stands by 
Simon and Davis as signs they 
lack leadership and are out of step 
with California voters. He espe¬ 
cially took Davis to task for not 
being a stronger supporter of gay 
rights. 

“Davis, he decides bills based 
on what he feels would benefit 
him the best,” Camejo told the 
B.A.R. “He is against gay marriage 
not because he personally oppos¬ 
es it but because he determined it 
would hurt his career.” 

As for Simon, Camejo said he 
felt sorry for him when he was at¬ 
tacked for supporting gay Pride. 
He said convincing moderate Re¬ 
publicans would be essential if the 
state were ever to pass a civil 
unions bill. 

“I thought it was great when he 
said he supported gay Pride. But 


he still was walking around the 
real issue. He is still putting gay 
sexuality and lesbianism in a cate¬ 
gory not to talk about,” said 
Camejo. 

Camejo likened the voters’ 
choice between the major party 
candidates as having to choose the 
lesser of two evils. 

“That choice between the two 
is like saying ‘Who would you 
pick: Hitler or Mussolini?’ Most 
people would pick Mussolini, but 
it is not a good choice to be sup¬ 
porting Mussolini,” said Camejo. 

On the issue of medical mari¬ 
juana, Camejo said he supports 
decriminalizing the drug and 
would instead place more focus 
on anti-tobacco measures. 

“I would let everybody out of 
jail associated with marijuana,” he 
said. “As for the government’s 
concept of fighting drugs, they’ve 
got it backwards. You end supply 
be ending demand.” 

His name recognition lacking 
in the race, and Davis refusing to 
debate with him, Camejo makes 
no pretense that he has a chance 
to carry the election. But as voter 
disapproval grows with his oppo¬ 
nents, Camejo is garnering more 
attention from both ethnic and 
mainstream media outlets. 

“The reason I am running is 
that we feel the two major parties 
are money-dominated and we re¬ 
ally need to start building an al¬ 
ternative party,” said Camejo, who 
ran for president in 1976 as a so¬ 
cialist. 

A resident of Walnut Creek, 
Camejo is chair and founder of 
Progressive Asset Management, 
which promotes socially responsi¬ 
ble investments. He is currently a 
county-appointed trustee of the 
Contra Costa County Employees 
Retirement Association and is an 
adviser to the Hawaii Capital 
Stewardship Forum. 

He refutes the charge that a 
vote for him will in fact lead to a 
vote for Simon. He said if Davis 
loses the race, he has only himself 
to blame. 

“He spent $10 million to get

extreme violence of gay bashings 
in Australia has also raised ques¬ 
tions about how organizers intend 
to protect the throngs of gay men 
and lesbians they will be hosting. 

Although the report, released 
by the Australian Institute of 
Criminology in August, reviewed 
gay bashing incidents over a 20- 
year period, it led to such head¬ 
lines as “Aussies Bash Poofters For 
Sport” in gay newspapers around 
the world. 

The study found that the per¬ 
petrators of the attacks tend to be 
teenagers and the incidents involve 
a high level of brutality. Many of 
the cases remain unsolved, and of 
those that are prosecuted, the at¬ 
tackers are often acquitted or re¬ 
ceive significantly reduced sen¬ 
tences after claiming they were 
fighting off a sexual advance. 

“In many cases, it is aggressive, 
young men having a few drinks 
and then going out for the hunt, 
for sport, to find a few poofters to 
beat up - and they get carried 
away,” Dr. Adam Graycar, director 
of the crime institute, told the 
New Zealand Herald. 

The report’s release coincided 


with the start of an intense adver¬ 
tising campaign to attract gay 
travelers to Australia. Games or¬ 
ganizers contend that Australia is 
no less safe than any other coun¬ 
try that has hosted the Gay 
Games. 

“It is our understanding the re¬ 
port to which you refer was look¬ 
ing at incidents over a long period 
of time, and there is no evidence 
of a rise in gay bashings in Sydney 
or anywhere else in Australia. 
While there are, unfortunately, in¬ 
cidents of violence that take place 
against gay men and lesbians from 
time to time, Sydney has a well- 
deserved reputation as a city of 
great tolerance and freedom of ex¬ 
pression,” Jones said in his e-mail. 

Added Malcolm Griffiths, the 
Australian Tourist Commission’s 
media relations coordinator, 
“From my own experience as a 
resident of Sydney and recent con¬ 
versations with friends at home, I 
would suggest there is no ‘fear’ or 
any indication that Sydney is an 
unsafe place for gays and lesbians. 
Of course, as in any big city, one 
should not become complacent.” 

Griffiths, who now works in 
Los Angeles and resides in West 
Hollywood, pointed to the recent 
gay bashings in that city that have 
left one man in a coma as an ex¬ 


ample that no matter where gay 
men or lesbians live, there is al¬ 
ways a threat of violence. 

“I’m a resident of West Holly¬ 
wood and the recent gay bashings 
here have been a shock to me, as 
well as an important reminder to 
always be wary and not to take 
things for granted, no matter 
where you are,” he said. 

Even before the release of the 
report, the safety of their guests 
has been a concern to the Games 
organizers. All participants have 
been provided with safety tips and 
precautionary advice in their ad¬ 
vance travel information and 
more information will be includ¬ 
ed in their on-site registration 
welcome packets. 

“Hosts always provide medical, 
police, and fire emergency contact 
numbers, contacts at gay and les¬ 
bian support groups, maps of the 
city, recommendations about 
neighborhoods to enjoy, and the 
like,” explained Carson. “Partici¬ 
pants will receive information 
specific to their venues and envi¬ 
rons. There is also a centralized 
host contact office during the 
Games for participants looking 
for local assistance and tips. In 
that regard, the Gay Games func¬ 
tions exactly like a convention in 
any city.” ▼ 



Simon nominated. But if Simon 
gets elected, he is going to blame 
me,” said Camejo. “My goal ab¬ 
solutely is not to get Simon elect¬ 
ed. I am running to stop Simon 
and Davis.” 

This weekend, the local Green 
Party will begin canvassing city 
streets to raise awareness of 
Camejo’s campaign. They hope 
his candidacy will drive more pro¬ 
gressive voters to the polls who 
would otherwise not bother to 
vote and are not worried such ef¬ 
forts will hinder Davis’s chances. 

“Peter is doing us a huge favor 
of driving people to the polls and 
adding hope to the race. I don’t 
think people are racing to the 
polls to vote for Davis,” said San 
Francisco Green Party member 
Susan C. King, who is the Califor¬ 
nia Green Party’s co-chair for 
campaigns and candidates. “Bill 
Simon is an idiot. If Gray Davis 
loses to Bill Simon, he is an even 
bigger idiot.”

. ip he following is an occasional 
j column compiled by the 
m Transgender Law Project 
that answers basic legal questions 
of interest to San Francisco’s trans¬ 
gender, intersex, gender-variant, 
and genderqueer communities. 

Q: Does Medi-Cal cover gender 
reassignment? 

A: Yes! Despite what many 
Medi-Cal recipients have heard, 
“Medi-Cal will cover some proce¬ 
dures. It is true that Medi-Cal reg¬ 
ularly tries to deny coverage for 
gender reassignment procedures. 
However, California courts have, 
on several occasions, overruled 
these denials and ordered Medi- 
Cal to pay for them. 

Because it is likely that Medi-Cal 
will continue to automatically deny 
hnany requests for treatment (espe¬ 
cially those for any kind of surgical 
Iprocedurejs applicants should pre¬ 
pare their requests with that in 
mind. This column contains sug¬ 
gestions on filing an effective re¬ 
quest and information about get¬ 
ting help in filing an appeal if your 
request is denied by Medi-Cal. 

What types of procedures might 
be covered? 


Medi-Cal may cover hormone 
treatment, gender reassignment 
surgery (GRS), and other neces¬ 
sary procedures. Medi-Cal is re¬ 
quired by law to evaluate requests 
on a case-by-case basis. They must 
approve those requests that they 
find to be medically necessary so 
long as the procedure is not con¬ 
sidered to be “experimental.” 
Medi-Cal’s definition of 
experimental does not 
include gender reas 
signment surgery. 

What steps do I need 
to take to get Medi- 
Cal to cover gender 
reassignment pro¬ 
cedures? 

The first thing 
you’ll need to do is 
find a health care 
provider who is registered with 
Medi-Cal. Anyone who is provid¬ 
ing you health services related to 
your transition should be able to 
become a Medi-Cal provider. 

Providers who are not already 
signed up with Medi-Cal should 
be encouraged to do so. Your 
provider can get more informa¬ 
tion on registering with Medi-Cal 
by calling (800) 541-5555. 

If getting gender reassignment 
surgery is a part of your pre¬ 
scribed or desired medical treat¬ 
ment, you are likely to have a dif¬ 
ficult time finding an experienced 
surgeon who accepts Medi-Cal. 
Medi-Cal clients in the San Fran- 


cisco Bay Area can call the Trans¬ 
gender Law Project at (415) 392- 
6257, ext. 308 for help in finding a 
local provider. 

A TAR for GRS 

To begin the process, your sur¬ 
geon will need to submit a treat¬ 
ment authorization request (TAR) 
to Medi-Cal. A TAR is a detailed 
report that explains why 
the services you are re¬ 
questing are medically 
necessary and should 
be paid for by Medi- 
Cal. 

Your TAR is in¬ 
credibly important 
in getting your re¬ 
quest approved. 
You’ll need to 
work with your 
provider in order 
to ensure that the best possible re¬ 
quest is submitted. Your TAR 
should include letters from your 
therapist or therapists, a letter 
from your primary physician, and 
a letter from you. These letters 
should all explain why the re¬ 
quested procedure is medically 
necessary for you. 

How long does it take to get a de¬ 
cision? 

Medi-Cal has 30 days to take 
action on the TAR. It can some¬ 
times take longer if your request is 
complicated. When Medi-Cal has 
made a decision, they will send 
letters to you and your provider.

What should I do if Medi-Cal de¬ 
nies coverage? 

If Medi-Cal decides not to pay 
for the services that you request¬ 
ed, they will send you a “Notice of 
Action.” You should use the form 
on the back of this notice to re¬ 
quest a state “Fair Hearing.” You 
have 90 days from the date you re¬ 
ceived your Notice of Action let¬ 
ter to file your request. Once your 
request is processed, you will be 
given a date for a hearing. You are 
strongly encouraged to seek legal 
help or representation for the 
hearing. 

Where can I get a lawyer? 

If you live in the Bay Area and 
are low-income, Bay Area Legal 
Aid provides free legal help. You 
can reach them at (415) 982-1300. 
If you live outside of the Bay Area, 
the Transgender Law Project may 
be able to help you find an attor¬ 
ney close to you. 

If you choose not to use an at¬ 
torney, or one is not available in 
your area, you should ask a friend, 
relative, or community advocate 
to help you prepare your case. 
This person should also go with 
you to your hearing. 

What additional info should I give 
to Medi-Cal before I go to the 
state hearing? 

At the state hearing, the judge 
will be looking for evidence that 
gender reassignment is medically 
necessary for you. You should pro¬ 
vide as much evidence as you can 
to prove that this is true; This can 
include letters from other health 
care providers, updated medical 
reports, letters from friends and 
family, and/or social science re¬ 
ports that discuss gender identity 
disorder. You can contact the 
Transgender Law Project for 
copies of appropriate reports. 

What happens after the hearing? 

The judge looks at all of the ev¬ 
idence from both sides and ren¬ 
ders a decision. The law says that 
you must receive a decision with¬ 
in 90 days of filing your request 
for a hearing (unless you waive 
that right in writing). 

What can I do if I lose at the state 
hearing? 

If the judge rules to deny you 
coverage, you have the right to a 
rehearing. If you lose the rehear¬ 
ing, you have the right to appeal 
the decision in California Superi¬ 
or Court. 

You should also be aware of 
something called an “alternate de¬ 
cision.” If the judge grants you 
coverage, the director of Medi-Cal 
has the power to overrule the de¬ 
cision. If the director does this in 
your case (it sometimes happens 
in gender reassignment applica¬ 
tions), you’ll have to appeal the di¬ 
rector’s decision in California Su¬ 
perior Court. If you decide to go 
to Superior Court and have not al¬ 
ready obtained legal assistance, we 
strongly advise that you do so at 
this stage. 

Special issues to consider 

If you have not already heard 
of the Harry Benjamin Standards 
of Care, you will probably begin 
to hear about them as you enter 
this process. The Harry Ben¬ 
jamin International Gender Dys¬ 
phoria Association has created 
guidelines for providing health 
services to people with gender 
identity disorder (GID). Not all 


transgender people have GID. Of 
those who do, some choose to 
utilize these guidelines as a way 
to plan the health care they will 
receive. 

Some successful Medi-Cal ap¬ 
plicants and health care advocates 
believe that the best way to apply 
for Medi-Cal coverage is by fol¬ 
lowing these guidelines. Their ar¬ 
gument is that Medi-Cal is most 
likely to find a procedure “med¬ 
ically necessary” if you can prove 
that it is a part of these physician- 
and psychiatrist-approved treat¬ 
ment guidelines. While we are not 
advocating these guidelines as the 
only health care plan that Medi- 
Cal will find “medically neces¬ 
sary,” we believe that applications 
that follow them have a greater 
chance of being approved. You can 
access the guidelines on the Inter¬ 
net at: www.hbigda.org. 

What if I have chosen to be part 
of an H M0 as my Medi-Cal ser¬ 
vice provider? 

Some HMOs deny gender re¬ 
assignment to their members. If 
you are a member of an HMO 
that will not cover gender reas¬ 
signment, Medi-Cal should still 
cover the cost. 

Your medical provider must 
first send the treatment request to 
the HMO. The provider will re¬ 
ceive a denial of payment. The 
provider then has to send that de¬ 
nial along with a TAR to Medi-Cal 
for payment. If Medi-Cal denies 
the TAR, you can request a state 
Fair Hearing. (See above section.) 

Will Medi-Cal cover electrolysis 
or other necessary procedures re¬ 
lated to transitioning? 

It is unclear what services 
Medi-Cal considers medically 
necessary for gender reassign¬ 
ment. Possible covered procedures 
include tracheal shave, breast con¬ 
struction (for MTFs), and elec¬ 
trolysis. 

If you are in need of any pro¬ 
cedure as a part of your transition, 
you should get help from a med¬ 
ical health care professional who 
is a Medi-Cal provider and follow 
the application steps set out in this 
pamphlet to request coverage for 
the procedure. If Medi-Cal denies 
coverage, see the above section on 
what to do if Medi-Cal denies 
coverage.

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Steve May loses primary

S teve May lost his bid for re- 
election to the Arizona state 
Legislature in a Republican 
primary race that was not decided 
until all of the absentee votes were 
counted. The defeat puts at least a 
temporary hold on what had been 
a short but promising political ca¬ 
reer for the 30-year-old out gay 
politician. 

May was a strong proponent of 
gay-inclusive legislation and chal¬ 
lenged the Pentagon’s anti-gay 
policy of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
when he was called up into the 
Army Reserves. 

His political problems began 
when an independent redistrict¬ 
ing commission drew lines that 
threw three Republican incum¬ 
bents into District 11, home to the 
state’s two U.S. senators, current 
governor, and other political 
heavyweights. Only two would 
emerge from the heavily Republi¬ 
can district. 

May was considered one of the 
favorites, in part because he raised 
about $150,000, a considerable 
sum for the race. And on election 
night he clung to the second seat 
with a 13-vote margin over the 
third-place finisher. 

But when absentee votes were

counted, the three candidates had 
divided the vote almost evenly. May 
was in third place with 8,074 votes, 
58 votes out of second place and 
220 votes from the top contender. 

The state Senate race in Dis¬ 
trict 11 also pitted two incum¬ 
bents against each other, and on 
election night they were separated 
by only 38 votes. 

“We’re brokenhearted,” said 
Jason Young, spokesman for the 
Gay and Lesbian Victory Fund, 
the nonpartisan group that helps 
elect openly gay and lesbian can¬ 
didates to office. “It points out the 


importance of every vote and of 
supporting our candidates.” 

Rich Tafel was “surprised” by 
the loss. The executive director of 
Log Cabin Republicans said he 
had not heard that May was in 
trouble. “He’s -done so much for 
the community already, I’m sure 
that he’ll be back into politics.” 

May was unavailable for com¬ 
ment as he was serving as an elec¬ 
tion observer in Macedonia. That 
Balkan nation has suffered violent 
ethnic strife and on Sunday threw 
out the governing coalition parties. 

In a conversation earlier this 
year, May had speculated about 
running for other offices. He had 
completed two terms in office and 
state law limits office holders to 
three consecutive terms. 

In another Republican primary 
race, in Scottsdale, Arizona, openly 
gay candidate Thom Von Haps- 
burg, 38, told the Arizona Republic 
that he thought he was the victim 
of gay bashing that was not con¬ 
nected with his ballot opponents. 

He said the trouble started 
when a far-right Christian 
newsletter criticized his sexual ori¬ 
entation. After that, campaign 
signs were torn down, excrement 
was smeared on his front porch 
and door, wires were ripped from 
the lawn sprinkler system, and his 
car was vandalized. ▼

The event features live folk and 
jazz music, refreshments, dog 
treats and events, and a “Rocket 
Dog Parade” of adopted and 
adoptable dogs. The Big Bark is 
free, and well-behaved, leashed 
dogs are welcome. 

Also presented by Rocket Dog 
is a Rocket Dogwash this Saturday, 
September 21, at Whole Foods 
Market, 1765 California Street, at 
Franklin. For a small fee, dirty 
dogs can get cleaned up by a staff 
of volunteer groomers; proceeds 
benefit Rocket Dog’s rescue work.

After initial tests more than 15 
years ago showed that N-9 killed 
HIV in the test tube, manufactur¬ 
ers began adding it to lubricants 
and promoted it to gay men as 
added protection against HIV. 
Subsequent studies, however, have 
shown that N-9 has the opposite 
effect and that hundreds of sheets 
of protective epithelial cells were 
washed away in the anus as a re¬ 
sult of its use. 

Perhaps the most alarming of 
all the N-9 studies was conducted 
last year by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. It sur¬ 
veyed more than 500 gay men in 
San Francisco and found that 41 
percent of those who used N-9 lu¬ 
bricants in the previous year did 
so without a condom because they 
believed N-9 offered protection 
against HIV. 

Two years ago, the CDC un¬ 
equivocally advised against the 


use of N-9 lubricants for anal sex. 
The World Health Organization 
issued its own warning against N- 
9 for anal sex this summer. 

Leno’s press release detailed 
other N-9 health concerns: “In ad¬ 
dition to the risk of HIV trans¬ 
mission, some studies have shown 
that N-9 may increase the inci¬ 
dence of vaginal and cervical ul¬ 
cers and recurring yeast infections 
in women. Over-the-counter sex¬ 
ual lubricants are technically clas¬ 
sified by the FDA [Food and Drug 
Administration] as cosmetics and 
do not fall under the same degree 
of safety testing as drugs.” 

“We can’t afford to wait for the 
FDA to reclassify and study this 
issue,” concluded Leno. “The dan¬ 
gers of N-9 have been proven by 
the CDC and WHO studies and, 
as public officials, our first re¬ 
sponsibility is to protect the pub¬ 
lic health.” 

The policy director of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, Fred 
Dillon, praised the proposed leg¬ 
islation. SFAF stopped distribut¬ 


ing N-9 condoms and lubricants 
after the CDC first warned about 
it. Dillon said he hoped that man¬ 
ufacturers would soon follow 
Leno’s lead and stop making N-9 
lubricants. Dillon added that he 
was pleased that Leno’s proposed 
legislation was directed only to¬ 
ward banning N-9 lubricants, not 
N-9 spermicidal gels or creams, 
which have been proven to be of 
benefit as a contraceptive. 

Once drafted by the city attor¬ 
ney, Leno will introduce the ordi¬ 
nance at the Board of Supervisors 
and it will be sent to the Health 
and Human Services Committee 
for review. 

Manufacturers who still make 
N-9 lubricants did not respond to 
the B.A.R . y s calls for comment by 
press time. Many manufacturers, 
including Oakland-based Mayer 
Laboratories, which produces Aqua 
Lube, Johnson & Johnson, the 
maker of KY Plus, and Trigg Labo¬ 
ratories, which produces lube under 
the Wet brand, have voluntarily 
stopped making N-9 lubricants. ▼

I he once elitist sport of golf 
will be given another egali¬ 
tarian boost this fall when 
lesbian and gay athletes tee up for 
team and individual competition 
at Sydney’s Moore Park course for 
Gay Games VI. 

Among those golfers are two 
Bay Area participants, Claire 
Monfort and Danny Beaver. 

This will be Monfort’s fourth 
Gay Games in a variety of sports. 
Born in Jackson Heights, Queens, 
Monfort, 46, graduated from the 
Fashion Institute of Technology 
and worked in Manhattan for 
years before moving to San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1981, “to come out, far 
away from my close-knit Irish- 
Catholic family.” 

And although her family is 
now okay with it, her coming out 
led to an enthusiastic participa¬ 
tion in the first Gay Games held in 
San Francisco. 

Monfort worked at the leg¬ 
endary Amelia’s bar for nine 
years, and played on the 
now-closed bar’s softball 
team. Monfort instead 
competed at Gay Games I 
in tennis, a sport she also 
enjoyed in high school and 
college. 

“San Francisco had 
such a large contin¬ 
gent, so for softball, 
tennis, and basketball 
they had to hold try¬ 
outs,” she said. 

She instead played tennis with 
a New York team. At Gay Games 
II, she played softball. “From there 
I he^r'^'a® v tfre Mx th 
American Gay Athletic Amateur 
Alliance.” Monfort was recently 
elected into its Hall of Fame as a 
co-founder, and was also the San 
Francisco women’s division repre¬ 
sentative for 12 years. 

Gay Games 1994 in New York 
saw her first competition in golf, 
which she had been playing since 
1991. “Just for fun, going out, hit¬ 
ting a bucket of balls. But I started 
to play because I could do it on 
my own.” Monfort played for the 
Cafe’s women’s team, which won 
the gold in 1994. 

She also played golf at Pelham 
Bay Park, which she noted, “had a 
beautiful course,” she said. “You 
just couldn’t believe you were in 
NYC, the greens were beautiful, as 
was the clubhouse. New York 
hosted a very good tournament. 
That was very exciting. I was very 
glad I did play golf, because it re¬ 
ally exposed me to what the 
Games represent, the joining of 
nations all over the world. Unlike 
softball, which is mostly U.S. 
teams, golf had a cross-cultural 
mix of nations.” 

Love, Sydney 

Having missed Gay Games IV 
and V, Monfort is excited about 
visiting Sydney. “Australia has al¬ 
ways been a country I wanted to 
visit, but I decided just to do golf, 
it’s very taxing to do.” 

She said that Moore Park in 
downtown Sydney is considered 
worthy of an LPGA tour. “My un¬ 
derstanding is that it’s an 18-hole 
course. I don’t know how they’re 
going to host a two-day tourna¬ 
ment. There must be two courses 
there.” 

In February, she went online to 
Team Victoria to research the 
course. After an online chat with 
another lesbian golfer, Monfort 
met her new friend in person 
when she visited San Francisco, 
and a romance has struck up. Her 
new date will be competing in 


women’s pow¬ 
erlifting. 

To prepare 
for competi¬ 
tion, Monfort 
will be teeing 
off up until her 
departure for 
Australia. “You 
have to do very 
well your first 
day out, if you 
want to be part 
of the finals,” 
she said. 

After work 
at the district 
attorney’s office

This saves money on caddie 
fees, a topic Monfort admits is a 
drawback to golf. 
“It’s so expensive, 
from membership 
to costing $60 to $80 a 
round.” She also spent about 
$1,000 on a set of irons, and 
took lessons to increase her 
skills. All this adds up 
to quite an invest¬ 
ment. 

Despite having 
found a supportive 
community among 
golfers, Monfort offered some in¬ 
sights as to why it’s easier for les¬ 
bians to be out in the sport than 
gay men. 

“Look at society as a whole,” 
she said. “We live in a white, rich 
man’s world. For a male to come 
out would be suicidal. They would 
get the type of harassment, and 
lose endorsements. For the 
women it does come down to gen¬ 
der. Society goes on a great as¬ 
sumption that most female ath¬ 
letes are gay. 

“That’s why you see more 
women in sports coming out. For 
women on the golf tour, their col¬ 
leagues are not gonna give them a 
hard time. Women are a little 
more open. Men get into that 
locker room mentality.” 

She also points out the obvious 
programming bias in sports cov¬ 
erage. 

“With the U.S. Tennis Open, 
they televise the women’s finals at 
8 a.m., and the men’s at prime 
time. The moment they put us in 
the mainstream press, it implies 
that they accept us, and that’s why

I love doing Gay Games. If one 
person sees that we’re normal 
folk, that’s great. I can do it in a 
small way by being totally out as 
an athlete.” 

Tee for two 

“I think it’s incredible that 
there are no openly gay male 
golfers, whereas in women’s golf 
it’s kind of assumed,” said Danny 
Beaver, the founder of Tee & Tea, a 
GLBT golf group. 

“The ones you think are gay, 
oftentimes are not. Because it’s a 
pro sport where women have been 
excelling, they get stigmatized by 
the men.” 

Beaver, 36, will be playing golf 
in Sydney, and hopes the Gay 
Games event will continue to 
break down notions about golf. 

“It’s such a gay sport! Look at 
the outfits!” he joked. “The bold 
colors and bright patterns. These 
are not outfits straight men usual¬ 
ly wear. 

“Also, the whole etiquette is 
about being polite, not about 
machismo. I wonder why more 
men aren’t out. There are a lot of 
stereotypes that need to be over¬ 
come.” 

Born in Marin, Beaver grew up 
in Santa Rosa, and now lives in 
Guerneville with his partner of 
five years. 

An enrollment counselor for 
the ADAP program of Sonoma 
County, his previous work with 
mentally ill clients, and now HIV 
clients, is quite rewarding. 

Athletic in school, he played 
Little League baseball, and wres¬ 
tled in junior high. He started 
golfing with a 
cousin, then 
took it up as a 
distraction to 
help him quit 
smoking ciga¬ 
rettes. 

“It’s the per¬ 
fect. sport for 
obsessive com¬ 
pulsive types;

Phil Baer, one of Fitzmaurice’s 
opponents in November’s elec¬ 
tion, led a counter-protest against 
the gathering. Carrying a sign that 
read “Someone has to be the 
grown-up around here,” Baer told 
the B.A.R. that “I challenge the 
ability of Santa Cruz officials to 
arbitrarily decide what is right and 
what laws to follow.” 

Baer’s wife, Jane, joined her 
husband in his protest, and dis¬ 
agreed with Fitzmaurice’s position 
that the action did not condone 
drug abuse. 

“I’m the parent of teenagers. 
Santa Cruz leaders are teaching 
our children that violating the law 
is okay, and marijuana is illegal,” 
she said. Citing anecdotal evi¬ 
dence that marijuana use leads to 


increased heroin abuse and de¬ 
creases the respectability of Santa 
Cruz and California, she called on 
the patients to stop using marijua¬ 
na and try alternatives. 

Tuesday’s medical marijuana 
distribution was unusual because 
the conspicuous absence of uni¬ 
formed police officers for a 
demonstration of its size, especial¬ 
ly given the nature of the gathering 
and the possibility of intervention 
by DEA agents. The DEA would 
not say whether it had agents on 
site. There were no arrests. 

WAMM monitors patrolled 
the grounds and controlled the 
energetic crowd, as well as 
screened those wishing to receive 
the medicinal herb. The patients 
who received the marijuana need¬ 
ed both an official photo-ID as 
well as a copy of a prescription 
from their doctor, and had to be 
approved by WAMM monitors. T

World premiere at 
MadCat Film Fest

W ho says we don’t have glam¬ 
our and cinematic excite¬ 
ment here in San Francisco? 
Fuck Hollywood, we’ve got 
the MadCat Women’s International 
Film Festival, running now through 
September 29 at a cool, funky film 
venue near you (including Artists 
Television Access, the back patio of El 
Rio, SF Art Institute and the Pacific 
Film Archive in Berkeley). 

If you only get to see one of the 50- 
plus films and videos on view at this 
year’s MadCat Festival, be sure you 
make it to the September 23 world 
premiere of Su Friedrich’s The Odds 
of Recovery. In this intimate experi¬ 
mental feature, Friedrich documents 
her years-long struggle with various 
health problems and her personal ex¬ 
ploration of both Western and East¬ 
ern medicine. Friedrich will be in at¬ 
tendance at the screening (at the San 
Francisco Art Institute) and also at an 
encore screening on September 26 at 
the Pacific Film Archive. 

One of the most esteemed experi¬ 
mental filmmakers working today, 
Friedrich, who happens to be a les¬ 
bian, has for the most part avoided 
making films “about” being a lesbian. 
And yet she always manages to have a 
uniquely queer perspective on her os¬ 
tensibly “straight” topics. Her work 
continues to defy traditional genres, 
falling to rest in a hybrid genre of 
“personal films.” 

In a phone interview from her 
home in Brooklyn, New York, the 47- 
year-old Friedrich describes her vi¬ 
sion for the film as a catalyst for peo¬ 
ple’s own perspectives and emotions.

H t was a cute mix of UC Berke¬ 
ley students, studly Latinos, 
1 disaffected queens, and assort¬ 
ed Smiths casualties when Brit 
pop star Morrissey headlined a 
double-bill with Latin rockers 
Jaguares at the Greek Theatre 
last Saturday night. If the Moz 
flattered his admirers in the 
mosh-pit (“You’re all so incredi¬ 
bly good-looking!”), for the most 
part he was right. His own look — 
buttoned-up cardigan, tuxedo 
shirt — fell somewhere between a 
beefier Mr. Rogers and a hipper 
Robert Goulet. 

To Morrissey, currently expa¬ 
triated in LA, the unexamined life 
has never been worth living. If 
only our introspection-impaired 
president could ponder along as 
M. sings on “Sister I’m a Poet,” 
“Does anybody feel the way I do? 
And is Evil just something you 
are? Or something you do?” 

It’s safe to say no-one was ex¬ 
pecting evil or high drama at the 
tribute to jazz musician Chet 
Baker last Friday night at the

San Francisco Opera rescues

jj ’m convinced that last week’s 
weird weather was caused by 
the copious amounts of hot air 
emitted after the opening week¬ 
end of the San Francisco Opera’s 
80th season. The reeling pundits 
didn’t just praise Pamela Rosen¬ 
berg for her first “fully planned” 
season, they dumped the butter 
boat down her trousers. There 
couldn’t have been more gas in 
the air if Princess Diana had re¬ 
turned from the dead and was 
dispensing holy water at the cor¬ 
ner of Grove and Van Ness. 

The distressing thing about 
these effusions to thoughtful 
opera fans is that Rosenberg has 
done a remarkable job of damage 
control all along; she’s sometimes 
being praised for the wrong 
things. Take the singers who 
starred in the first two produc¬ 
tions — Tumndot and Ariadne auf 
Naxos. I don’t have a Deep Throat 
source at the opera, but piecing 
things together from singers, 
agents and others, it seems that 
Lotfi Mansouri had signed Jane 
Eaglen, Deborah Voigt and 
Thomas Moser for Strauss’ Die 
Frau ohne Schatten. 

Rosenberg apparently took 
one look at that and said the 
equivalent of, “Over my dead 
body.” So she reassigned Eaglen to 
Turandot (though in rescuing 
Strauss, she showed contempt for 
Puccini), and Voigt and Moser to 
Ariadne. Result, a damn fine Ari¬ 


adne, and a Turandot loud enough 
to fool anybody who agreed with 
the insulting program note that it 
wasn’t a very good piece in any 
event. (Then why do it? The same 
guy trashed Ariadne, too. That 
may be the operatic equivalent of 
“fair play,” but I’ll bet the farm he 
doesn’t dump on Rosenberg’s fa¬ 
vorite, Saint Francis of Assisi.) 

The rescue job was first-rate. 
Yet Rosenberg’s one original idea, 
casting a bright young German 
mezzo, Claudia Mahnke, as the 
Composer in Ariadne's prologue, 
was obviously a mistake, though I 
don’t imagine anyone will admit 
it, even under torture. The mezzo 
is attractive, charming, serious, 
intense and has a lovely voice for 
Cherubino or Dorabella in an 
opera house half the size of the 
War Memorial. However, she does 
not have the chops to sing the 
Composer, who should be a so¬ 
prano in any case. Mahnke per¬ 
formed admirably in the circum¬ 
stances, but the house is too big, 
conductor Jun'Markl didn’t have 
a clue about balances — “37 in¬ 
struments and 3,200 seats? Let ’er 
rip!” — and the child pushed her 
voice so uncomfortably that I got 
a sore throat listening to her. 

The production, elderly and 
borrowed from Lyric Opera, was 
nothing to float half-a-dozen 
Montgolfier balloons. After scar¬ 
ing me that he was going to get 
too vulgar, director John Cox 
managed in the end successfully 
to blend the comic and serious. 
The cardboard boat that carried 


Strauss 

Ariadne (Voigt) and Bacchus 
(Moser) into the sky was pretty 
nifty, as were the descending 
chandeliers, although obviously 
nobody on the creative team stud¬ 
ied astronomy. The final constel¬ 
lation didn’t look anything like 
Ariadne’s wreath. 

Sumptuous top 

I have said all along that 
Rosenberg’s tenure will be judged 
not by repertory or productions 
but by the quality of voices she 
hires and how she casts them. For 
that reason the jury is still out, 
since both casts were essentially 
hired by her predecessor. Still, you 
can’t do better than Voigt or 
Moser in these roles today. Voigt 
sings more with sumptuous poise 
than eager eroticism; in other 
words, she’s no Leonie Rysanek — 
but what a gorgeous sound, rich, 
big, flexible, feminine and 
crowned with a majestic top. Voigt 
also has learned to move graceful¬ 
ly on stage, and isn’t afraid to send 
up her diva image in the Prologue. 
Finally, after enduring Eaglen’s Tu¬ 
randot (at least I wasn’t the one 
who called her demeanor “nasty” 
in print), note that Voigt is also a 
large woman, but one who makes 
the most of her imperious, Marie 
Therese figure. Heavens, Gooch, 
you have a waist! 

Moser is the Thinking Person’s 
Sex Symbol. He’s tall, he has a 
good figure and splendid legs, and 
a heavy, dramatic tenor that 
shows no strain in Strauss’ unkind 
high flights. He sang all those B- 


flats, even the ones the composer 
didn’t ask for, and he never 
sounded stressed or strained. I 
wish as much could be said for the 
Music Master, the Dance Master 
and Arleccchino, none of whom 
appeared ready for prime time at 
the international level. 

The most interesting vocal as¬ 
pect of Ariadne is one that I can 
give you no inside gossip about — 
and that is, who hired Laura Clay- 
comb to sing Zerbinetta? A for¬ 
mer Adler Fellow, her Fiakermilli 
a couple of years ago didn’t rec¬ 
ommend her for more strenuous 
assignments, but she was simply 
the best Zerbinetta I’ve ever heard 
live. And I started in Munich’s tiny 
Cuvillies’ theatre with Erika Koth, 
one of postwar Germany’s most 
celebrated coloratura sopranos. 
I’ve also heard Reri Grist and 
Kathy Battle, the singing mosqui¬ 
to, essay the role. 

They didn’t have half Clay- 
comb’s genuine charm, and Koth, 
who sat on the seashell prompt 
box, waving her fishnet stocking 


in our faces in that tiny theater, 
didn’t have Claycomb’s vocal as¬ 
surance. Thin and wiry, this Zer¬ 
binetta reminded you she was a 
dancer first, yet the showstopping 
aria “Grossmachtige Prinzessin” 
was tossed off with such confi¬ 
dence that Claycomb was able to 
do other things while she was 
singing it — namely, show off a 
Zerbinetta personality that was a 
blend of one part saucy tart and 
one part vulnerable innocent. 
Maybe it is her own personality. 
Maybe she’s a great actress. She 
was so convincing that at that 
critical moment when Zerbinetta 
hits the climactic high D and the 
audience usually erupts prema¬ 
turely, Claycomb didn’t even have 
to ask for silence. Nobody made a 
sound, including breathing. They 
wanted, just as I did, to hear what 
came next. ▼

“While my particular story shapes 
the film,” says Friedrich, “it’s less 
important than the experience of 
the viewer, who should be free to 
remember his or her own stories, 
disapprove of, argue with, or 
identify with my experience. 

“The film evolved over a three- 
year period, and it portrays very 
directly the complicated web of 
emotions that attend any medical 
problem — from fear and denial 
to diligence and faith,” says 
Friedrich. 

Bringing her Hi-8 videocam¬ 
era along to her doctor’s appoint¬ 
ments, Friedrich documented her 
journey through the Western 
healthcare system. Correspond¬ 
ingly, she utilized 16mm film to 
explore Eastern medicine, martial 
arts and gardening. 

The film is much more than an 
exploration of medical issues, 
though, as Friedrich explains, “It’s 
also about facing middle age and 
menopause, and about the fear of 
death.” 

Friedrich is a self-taught film¬ 
maker who typically writes, pro¬ 
duces, directs, shoots, and edits all 
of her films — and The Odds of Re¬ 
covery is no exception (though she 
did have some assistance from cin¬ 
ematographer Joel Schlemowitz). 

Bay Area queer audiences are 
most familiar with Friedrich’s 
work from the Gay & Lesbian 


Film Festival. Frameline has 
shown all of her films over the 
years, including such highlights as 
her innovative and award-win¬ 
ning lesbian nun film, Damned If 
You Don’t (1987), and Friedrich’s 
poignant exploration of lesbian 
childhood, Hide and Seek (1996). 

Over the years, Friedrich has 
blazed a path for a different kind 
of filmmaking — and a different 
kind of filmgoing experience. 
Lyrical, poetic, passionate and in¬ 
novative, Friedrich’s films are 
among the most rewarding cine¬ 
matic delicacies you’ll ever find. 
The Odds of Recovery continues 
on this path as Friedrich uses her 
own intimate personal experience 
as a lens for us to examine our 
lives, and experience our own vul¬ 
nerability. 

The Odds of Recovery screens at 
the San Francisco Art Institute, 
800 Chestnut St., on Sept. 23 at 8 
p.m.; and at the Pacific Film 
Archive, 2575 Bancroft Way, 
Berkeley, on Sept. 26 at 7 p.m. Su 
Friedrich will be in attendance at 
both screenings.

publican.” 

Named after a stuffed bear, 
Igby is treated for much of the 
film like an exotic creature who is 
just starting to outgrow his cute 
phase, a lone inhabitant of a high- 
society petting zoo. A dotty older 
woman spies Igby at a party 
thrown by D.H. “I could just eat 
you with a spoon.” Igby snaps, 
“Don’t.” Sookie, as she is about to 
betray Igby to date his brother, 
adds insult to injury. “You think 
that sex will make you feel better. 
You’re better off masturbating.” 

For all its ferocity, Igby Goes 
Down is very much a laugh-out- 
loud comedy. It also serves as an 
autopsy of New York society, a 
caustic if accurate take on the 
sharks who devour the poor to get 
to the top, and then feast on each 


other in order to stay there. Igby’s 
plot, which could be subtitled Big¬ 
ger Picture Darwinism, details the 
care and feeding of baby sharks. 
Igby pilfers his mother’s plastic 
and bribes her chauffeur so that 
he can flee his hampster cage and 
hide out at a large Lower Manhat¬ 
tan loft maintained by D.H. as a 
weekend pied-a-terre. There he 
meets its denizens, D.H.’s drug- 
addled trophy girlfriend (Aman¬ 
da Peet) and her gay artist buddy 
Russell (Jared Harris) — a dancer 
who doesn’t dance, living with a 
painter who doesn’t paint. 

It’s in this Boho version of The 
Island of Lost Toys that Igby catch¬ 
es D.H. with his pants down. D.H. 
drops his frozen-fish mask of aris¬ 
tocratic propriety and beats Igby

i I hen we first meet Igby 
1 ; (Kieran Culkin) and 

WW brother Oliver (Ryan 
Phillippe), they’re about to kill 
their mother, Mimi (Susan Saran¬ 
don), at her request, in a scene that 
revives the absurdist tone of Carl 
Reiner’s Jewish mama-bashing cult 
classic, Where’s Poppa? We learn 
that Dad (Bill Pullman) is pro¬ 
foundly schizophrenic and a per¬ 
manent resident of the “Maryland 
home for the befuddled.” Igby’s 
godfather, D.H. (Jeff Goldblum), is 
a coldly manipulative philanderer 
who is not above using violence to 
get his way when more common¬ 
place cruelties don’t suffice. Igby 
Goes Down opens Fri. 

Sarandon gives us a Mommie 
Dearest-like portrait of a self-ab¬ 
sorbed sensationalist who spews 
bile over everything she can’t 
dominate. Of the cherublike Igby, 
who has been kicked out of prac¬ 
tically every private school in the 
New York metropolitan region, 
Mimi sneers, “His creation was an 
act of animosity, why shouldn’t 
his life be?” 

When asked why he calls his 
mom Mimi, Igby retorts, “Medea 
was already taken.” When Oliver 
ambushes Igby as he’s being rav¬ 
ished by one Sookie Sapperstein, 
the young princess turns from the 
pudding of a boy to purr, “You’re 
the fascist brother.” This inspires 
an Igby dig: “He prefers Young Re- 
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Ahoy, Alloy Orchestra! 

Performs to silent classics at the Castro

he word “alloy” suggests a 
diminution, a lessening of 
value by the addition of 
something weak to something 
strong — a particularly inapt 
word for the singularly robust 
Alloy Orchestra. This three-man 
group, which began in Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts, in 1991, 
utilizes homemade percussion, 
found objects, synthesizers, and 
their trademark “rack of junk” in 
original soundtracks to silent 
films, performed live. Fritz Lang’s 
Metropolis, Victor Sjostrom’s The 
Wind, and more than a dozen 
other silent classics so far have 
benefited from the Alloy treat¬ 
ment. Now they’ve turned their 
attentions to the Douglas Fair¬ 
banks swashbuckler The Black Pi¬ 
rate (1926), Murnau’s vampire 
epic Nosferatu (1922), and a cap¬ 
tivating short by Jane Gillooly, 
Dragonflies, the Baby Cries (2000). 
The Boyz of Alloy have good con¬ 
nections with the cinematheques 
and archives, so the prints they 
score are the best around. They 
perform tonight, Sept. 19, at the 
Castro Theatre. 

The Black Pirate is a rarity, the 
first film shot entirely in two-strip 
Technicolor. Michel (Fairbanks) is 
a Spanish duke whose ship is cap¬ 
tured and destroyed by pirates. 
When his father dies in the 
process (in a wonderfully tender 
scene), he wreaks havoc on the pi¬ 


rates, and saves “the Princess,” 
played by Billie Dove. It’s a typical 
Fairbanks vehicle, a rousing ad¬ 
venture played tongue-in-cheek 
and calculated to show off the 
star’s athletic prowess, evident de¬ 
spite his age, 43, at the time of 
production. Fairbanks predates 
Jackie Chan in his insistence on 
performing dangerous stunts 
himself, seen here as he fearlessly 
bounds up and down the ship’s 
rigging. Dove is mostly decorative 
under the uninspired direction of 
Albert Parker; not an ungifted ac¬ 
tress, here she mainly rolls her 
eyes in sorrow, grimaces at her pi¬ 
rate captors, and gazes longingly 
at Fairbanks, a pretty sight him¬ 
self in a ripped, muscle-exposing 
blouse and thigh-hugging cu¬ 
lottes. Equally fetching for certain 
segments of the audience will be 
the sight of all that pirate flesh, 
amply displayed in torn pan¬ 
taloons and plunging necklines as 
the boys pursue their mischievous 
agenda of rape ’n’ pillage. 

Filmed off Santa Catalina Is¬ 
land, The Black Pirate was shot in 
muted color tones, not only be¬ 
cause of the limitations of two- 
strip Technicolor, but to satisfy 
Fairbanks’ wish to make it look 
like an N.C. Wyeth painting. In 
that regard the film succeeds nice¬ 
ly. Even critics who thought it 
lame cheered its look, with The 
Film Daily noting that “some of 
the shots are like the paintings of 
old masters in the beauty and 
splendor of their composition.” 


(Curiously, they didn’t expound 
on Fairbanks’ middle-aged beauty 
and splendor.) The Alloy’s score 
nicely hyperdramatizes the film, 
perfectly complementing the 
mock heroics onscreen and in¬ 
voking more subtle emotions 
when they’re called for. 

Bad manners 

A much better film, and one 
perhaps more deserving of the ef¬ 
forts of Los Alloys, is Murnau’s 
Nosferatu. The story is familiar 
enough from the endless remakes 
that followed, the most notable 
being the 1931 Dracula. Thomas 
Hutter (Gustav von Wangenheim) 
is hired to facilitate a real estate 
deal for Count Orlock (Max 
Schreck). But Orlock’s no ordi¬ 
nary count. One of the creepier- 
looking presences in cinema his¬ 
tory, he’s a bald-as-an-egg vam¬ 
pire, with long, talon-like hands, 
socketlike eyes, and a towering 
height that makes him more 
threatening than more normal¬ 
sized monsters. The Count, of 
course, isn’t satisfied with getting 
his dream home, but must aug¬ 
ment his fun by terrorizing the 
countryside. He shows extremely 
bad manners by killing everyone 
on a ship on which he’s a guest, 
and lusting, with equal fervor it 
seems, after Hutter and his wife. 

One of the major attractions of 
Nosferatu, besides its sheer lyrical 
beauty and pervasive air of hor¬ 
ror, is the strong homo subtext. 
Yes, Orlock is the classic bisexual 
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Douglas Fairbanks swashbuckles in fetching culottes in The Black Pirate. 


monster, determined to have his 
way with not only Mrs. Hutter but 
also her hubby. Murnau, a notable 
queer himself, constantly threat¬ 
ens to bring this subtext to the 
fore, dwelling poetically on Hut- 
ter’s “heavy dreams” and ongoing 
hysterics that barely mask his ter¬ 
ror at the possibility of a homo¬ 
sexual seduction. (“Must not let 
him penetrate, must not let him 
penetrate,” you can practically 
hear him chant.) Orlock, aka Mr. 
Grabby Claws, endlessly rein¬ 
forces this motif with his fright¬ 
eningly long arms, seen in flesh 
and shadow, extended to grab 
poor Hutter, whose heterosexual¬ 
ity seems increasingly tenuous. 

The score underlines these evil 
hijinx with an initial 
romantic/sensual feel in the early 
(pre-monster) scenes between the 
lovesick Hutters. When the vam¬ 
pire appears, more ghostly motifs 
prevail, otherworldly harplike 
sounds and grim industrial noises 


that keep the menace of the mon¬ 
ster in the viewer’s mind even 
when he’s not onscreen. The Al¬ 
loys make good on the film’s sub¬ 
title, A Symphony of Horror. They 
even put a theremin to use, punc¬ 
tuating the action with the un¬ 
earthly wail of that most inhuman 
of instruments. 

On a more sanguine note, the 
short Dragonflies, the Baby Cries is 
a miniature masterpiece of child¬ 
hood whimsy, in which a group of 
kids (including a bewildered- 
looking infant) escape the fetters 
of civilization (i.e., parents) for a 
mysterious trip to the woods. 
There they play and chant and en¬ 
gage in inexplicable rituals. The 
Alloys score these enchanting ac¬ 
tivities with a gorgeous wall of 
sound, from delicate xylophone 
tones to densely textured ragas 
reminiscent of gamelan music. If 
the score for Nosferatu transports, 
the music for Dragonflies tran¬ 
scends. ▼ 
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Impossible dreamers 

Berkeley Rep's 'House of Blue Leaves'

Jg i hich is the less propitious 
1 981 date to open a show, 

1 1 r Sept. 11 or Friday the 
13th? Last week, to open its new 
season, Berkeley Rep found itself 
forced to exchange the anniver¬ 
sary of a national horror for the 
planet’s most famous day for bad 
luck. But whatever unlucky for¬ 
tune that precipitated the change 
turned out not to detract from the 
overall experience. In some ways, 
it even enhanced it. 

The last-minute delay was re¬ 
quired when Marisa Redanty, 
playing one of the major roles in 
The House of Blue Leaves, depart¬ 
ed the production two days before 
the scheduled Sept. 11 opening 
because of an unspecified illness. 
Opening night was delayed for 
two days to give Jeri Lynn Cohen, 
who had been playing a secondary 
role, at least a couple of days in 
the role of highly pivotal Bunny 
Flingus before facing the critics. 

By the time you read this, 
Cohen will surely have abandoned 
the script she carried and occa¬ 
sionally consulted, and this brave 
performance will soon emerge as 
an excellent one. But even with 
script in hand, Cohen effectively 
meshed with the strong ensemble. 
The audience, informed of the 
switch in a pre-show announce¬ 
ment, became charged by the vir¬ 
tuosity that Cohen was already 
bringing to the part.

John Guare’s play, set with 
great specificity in the New York 
of 1965 on the day when Pope 
Paul VI came to town, finds fur¬ 
ther proof of its lasting quality 
with this production. Written in 
1968 and first presented off- 
Broadway in 1971, Guare’s comic 
tragedy found a second, larger 
wave of popularity in a 1986 Lin¬ 
coln Center revival with Stockard 
Channing, Swoosie Kurtz, and 
John Mahoney. Guare’s comic 
conventions no longer seemed so 
alien, and the madness of the 
world had caught up with the 
playwright’s vision. 

Real-life madness has sur¬ 


passed anything Guare could have 
imagined in 1968, but the play 
digs deeper than its specifics. It 
has an ostensibly zany plot about 
a zookeeper (Jarion Monroe) who 
moonlights as a failed songwriter, 
his insane sprite of a wife (Rebec¬ 
ca Wisocky), his gung-ho mistress 
(Cohen), and his wannabe-Huck 
Finn psychopathic son (Adam 
Ludwig). 

Not far beneath the jokes and 
slapstick situations, there is a 
provocative modern-day tragedy 
about the daily-bread power of il¬ 
lusion. Director Barbara 
Damashek’s production is brash,

their approved grants were re¬ 
scinded in 1990. In 1998, the 
Supreme Court decided that it 
was okay for the government to 
refuse to fund “indecent art.” 

During the years when he was 
caught up in this high-profile fra¬ 
cas, Miller created and toured in 
My Queer Body, which also had a 
run at NCTC. That 
show also contributes 
to Body Blows, both the 
show and a recently 
published anthology of 
six of Miller’s perfor¬ 
mances. 

“I’m not sure 
would have done [a 
compendium 
show] if I didn’t 
have this new book 
out,” he said. “I 
might have hurried to get my new 
show done. It’s called Us, with the 
obvious double meaning of me 
and Alistair, and this country.” 

Miller and McCartney have 
been together for eight years, and 
it rankles Miller no end that the 
government sees less worth in that 
than in what a pair of drunken 
heterosexuals can accomplish in 
one day in Las Vegas. 

“We’ll be the last Western 
country in which lesbian and gay 
people will be fully seen as citi¬ 
zens,” he said. “I have no doubt it 
will change, but is it 20 years or 60 
years? I would like more gay peo¬ 
ple to be a little less patient with 
it. Fair-minded straight people 
should be pissed off as hell as 
well.” 

Miller and McCartney’s rela¬ 
tionship has become something 
of a standard-bearer for the rights 
of same-sex couples. But relation¬ 
ships are not made of steel and 
concrete, and what had been icon¬ 
ic can became a drag on the cause 
should a high-profile breakup 
occur. Have they considered the 


danger of becoming another Ellen 
and Anne? 

“It’s a really good question, 
and I’m amazed no one asks it,” he 
said. “The over-expression of 
Ellen DeGeneres and Anne 
Heche’s relationship so early and 
so untested was probably not 
helpful. Alistair and I didn’t make 
a peep about our relationship for 
almost five years, for a variety of 
reasons, but one of which is that 
you don’t want to start being in¬ 
credibly visible in this 
way unless you’re really 
ready to pony up.” 

As a highly personal 
performer, Miller is 
used to having his life 
played out in public. 
“But I think for gay 
people generally, we’re 
used to our lives 
being messed 
with,” he said. “I 
was at the airport 
recently, and a gay African Amer¬ 
ican man was in front of me, and 
a security guard cast an anti-gay 
slur at him. It was loud and ob¬ 
noxious, and he and I immediate¬ 
ly went to the supervisor and 
started filing a grievance. 

“That’s a minimal thing, but if 
we are going to act like we are ac¬ 
tually citizens of this country, it 
means we are constantly going to 
be on a public playing field, be¬ 
cause we’re being fucked with 
publicly every day of our lives. 
Whether you choose to acknowl¬ 
edge it is another thing.”

Trufflin’ guy 

In a film that may garner Sup¬ 
porting Oscars for Sarandon and 
Goldblum, the real revelation is 
Kieran Caulkin. Caulkin (ably as¬ 
sisted by brother Rory in the 
haunting flashback to Dad’s 
breakdown) has a field day dead¬ 
panning writer/director Burr 
Steers’ landmine-like one-liners, 
and gives a properly anguished 
reading of his plea to Sookie 
through a closed door not to 
make babies with Oliver. “Mon¬ 
grel children have a hard time fit¬ 
ting in. These people are rigid and 
cold, cold to the fucking bone.” 
Caulkin lends Igby a body just 


growing out of waifdom that 
looks likes it was sustained on a 
diet of heroin and truffles. Main¬ 
taining an almost zenlike cool in 
a scene where a drugged-out girl 
goes from nodding off in a toilet 
to collapsing in a shower stall, he 
conveys in a moment what took 
two hours in Basketball Diaries. 

Steers, in his dialogue- and 
character-driven first feature, 
leaves a much clearer impression 
of himself as a writer who seems 
close to his subject than as a di¬ 
rector. Only a few Richard Lester- 
like shots of an emancipated Igby 
jump-cutting across a pre-9/11 
New York call attention to them¬ 
selves. Here is a man who knew he 
had a great script and a dream 
cast, and wisely left it at that. 

Igby revives the sacred tradi¬ 
tion of cynical boy/men whose 
true godfather is Salinger, who 
refuse to be branded by an X or a 
Y, and who still hope that love will 
brush against their lips — lips 
that don’t hesitate to proclaim, 
“I’m drowning in assholes.” T

as it should be, and finds harmo¬ 
ny in the seemingly disparate 
tones.

East side story 


Oakland Ballet opens with diverse program 


without the complexity and 
chance of improv; the Broadway 
jazz, not the house of Mingus. 
Still, it was a good curtain-opener, 
although the chorus could have 
been used to greater advantage. 

“Jinx,” the Lew Christensen 
reprise, featured what is probably 
the only bearded ballerina in the 
modern repertory, in addition to 
wirewalkers, a clown, bareback 
riders, a tattooed lady and more. 
The little boy from the audience I 
spotted at intermission dancing in 
the lobby was imitating the walk 
of the bareback riders, which 
looked almost more striking on a 
little boy heading into the Men’s 
Room. This piece was all mood 
and drama, and not much dance. 
The music, Britten’s “Variations 
on a Theme by Frank Bridge,” had 
an eerie quality to it, and this 
story of bad luck and superstition 
at the circus seemed mainly an 
opportunity for costumes and 
acting. We’re so used to seeing 
ballet pyrotechnics that it is use¬ 
ful to remember that it wasn’t al¬ 
ways so. “Jinx” was considered 
groundbreaking in its day, but in 
2002 was scratch our heads and 
wonder what the piece has to do 
with ballet as we know it. But, of 
course, ballet can be anything. 

“Bamboo,” the crowd-pleasing 
finale, straddled the line between 
rich imagery and schlock. Any 
piece that features ribbon-waving 
ballerinas has got to earn the op¬ 
portunity, and Lowe, the choreo¬ 
grapher, was talented enough to 
pull it off. The Chinese music has 
its own set of sounds, clangs and 
rhythms, reedy shrieks and plain¬ 
tive strings. The dance had a sim¬ 
ilar sharp-edged, quick-change 
quality to it, a fresh approach to 
ballet phrasing with liberal bor¬ 
rowings from martial arts, with 
modern-dance floorwork and 
wildness. If you’ve never seen a 
ballet company depict both a 
stand of bamboo and fireworks, 
you should try to catch this piece 
the next time it’s offered. 

“Bamboo” makes great use of 
dynamic possibilities suggested by 
the music and imagery of Chinese 
culture. Michael Lowe succeeds in 
representing cross-fertility, the 
tricky proposition that multicul- 
turalism asks of us. Oakland Bal¬ 
let may be the company to fulfill 
the artistic possibilities of true di¬ 
versity. ▼

formerly of Dance Theatre of 
Harlem, is in her second season 
with the East Bay company, and 
her efforts to build something 
bigger and better are apparent. 
The mood in the house equaled 
the boosterism of the pre-curtain 
speeches, and the local schoolkids 
who helped fill the seats were seen 
imitating some of the ballet steps 
they’d just seen in the lobby at in¬ 
termission. You can’t help but 
root for this home team to come 
through. 

Diversity is another one of the 
company’s selling points, beyond 
“all live music,” and the program¬ 
ming delivers. For its three-night 
run last weekend, Program A of¬ 
fered “A Night in Tunisia,” a jazzy 
leotard ballet by Charles Ander¬ 
son (former New York City Ballet 
dancer with local ties), featuring 
the Turtle Island String Quartet; 
“Jinx,” a reconstruction of a 1942 
circus psychodrama by Lew 
Christensen, with a Benjamin 
Britten score and the lush playing 
of the Oakland East Bay Sympho¬ 
ny; and finally, “Bamboo,” a piece 
by former company dancer 
Michael Lowe, with original 
music written and performed on 
Chinese instruments by a group 
called Melody of China. 

The company itself may not 
offer great depth of talent, and 
virtuosic technique was rarely on 
display, but that seemed beside 
the point. The choreography was 
geared to offer what the Oaldand 
dancers are good at, which is en¬ 
tertainment, something that 
builds audiences but doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily raise the cultural stakes. 
Brown wisely steers away from 
classical ballet and sticks with col¬ 
orful, jazzy and light works, em¬ 
phasizing local choreographers 
and interesting musical sources. It 
was fun to have the pit band 
change from jazz quartet to sym¬ 
phony to Chinese instrumental¬ 
ists. It added to the entertainment 
value, and made each dance stand 
out in greater contrast. 

Bumps, grinds 

Anderson’s “A Night in 
Tunisia” featured some very nice 
dancing by liana Goldman, Chih-

ctor Heath Ledger is not 
quite as famous as I 
thought. Heath admitted 
during our breakfast sit-down to¬ 
gether that not too many people 
other than his friends, colleagues 
and family know who he is. At the 
moment, that’s not surprising, 
since he currently sports a nearly 
shaved head for a role in the up¬ 
coming film Ned Kelly, not the 
gorgeous curls that he is known 
for. 

I asked Ledger what celebrity 
had done to him since we’d last 
talked in 2001, just before his star¬ 
ring turn in A Knight’s Tale. 
Ledger also co-starred in last 
year’s art-house hit, Monster’s 
Ball, playing the son of execution¬ 
er Billy Bob Thornton. 

“I can walk down Fifth Avenue 
here in New York City, sit at a 
sidewalk table, eat lunch and not 
be noticed, at least to my knowl¬ 
edge, even once,” he proclaimed. 
“The same in Los Angeles or Lon¬ 
don. And I don’t mind it one bit. 

I relish my anonymity.” 

If Paramount, the film’s do¬ 
mestic distributor, has its way, 23- 
year-old Ledger’s drop-dead-gor- 
geous face and name (Heathcliff, 
derived from the book Wuthering 
Heights ) will finally become fa¬ 
mous. The Four Feathers, opening 
Friday, is the year’s first big-bud¬ 
get period piece, and Ledger takes 
the lead. 

Shekhar Kapur, whose last 
movie, Elizabeth, was nominated 
for Best Picture, directs. The film 
goes back in time to Victorian 
England, like Elizabeth. This time 
around, Kapur tells the story not 
of the Virgin Queen, but of the 
fictional Harry Fevershem, one of 
Britain’s finest young soldiers, and 
an accomplished rugby player. 
Harry’s engagement (to Kate 
Hudson’s Ethne) awakens a sense 
of self-doubt, and when his regi¬ 
ment is called to active duty in 
North Africa to fight the Sudanese 
rebels, he resigns his commission. 
That’s where the four feathers 
come in. 

Ledger explained the movie’s 
title. “Coward soldiers were hand¬ 
ed a white feather, the symbol of 
cowardice. But Harry was not a 
coward. Resigning from the army 
was the most honorable thing he 
could have done.” But Harry’s fa¬ 
ther and his three best friends dis¬ 
own him after sending their feath¬ 
ers. To add fuel to the fire, Harry’s 
fiance breaks off the engagement 
and falls for his best friend, a sol¬ 
dier played by American Beauty’s 
Wes Bentley. 

In his effort to regain the love 
and trust of his father, friends and 
former fiance, Harry embarks on

an undercover journey through 
the North African desert dressed 
as an Arab, attempting to rejoin 
his regiment in Khartoum, only to 
find out that they’ve been taken 
prisoner in their own British 
fortress by Sudanese rebels. 

Clubless, not clueless 

“Working on The Four Feath¬ 
ers was not fun and games,” ad¬ 
mits Ledger. “Unlike A Knight’s 
Tale, which was filmed in Prague, 
there were no bars or clubs to go 
to in the middle of the desert for 
three months,” said Ledger. What 
did he do to keep from going 
crazy? “I acted crazy. Many nights, 
I would play drums with the Su¬ 
danese, get drunk and smash red 
wine bottles around. It looked like 
a fucking tribal ritual or some¬ 
thing,” he said. 

While Ledger looks better than 
ever during the first half-hour of 
the new film, with greased-down 
curls, devilish smile, university 
rugby uniform, and almost-naked 
body during a locker-room scene, 
his looks take a turn for the rough 
when he is trudging through the 
desert. “Those makeup women 
were amazing,” he said. “They re¬ 
ally made me look ugly.” About 
the grizzly beard he has in the 
film: “I couldn’t have grown it on 
my own if I tried. I can’t even 
grow a five o’clock shadow.” 

Ledger gained fame as a TV 
star. “I finished high school a year 
early, at 16, and decided to make 
the move from Perth, Australia, 
where there is nothing, to Sydney. 
So my best friend and I drove 
2,600 miles,” searching for fame 
and fortune. His breakthrough 
role came as a gay character on 
one of Australia’s most popular 
shows, Sweat. “My father didn’t 
think I was going to take a gay 


role. But I wanted to take the role 
that no one thought I would take, 
and give it all I had.” It paid off. 
Not only did he get rave reviews, 
he soon landed an agent in the US 
and starred in his first movie, Ten 
Things I Hate About You, the only 
teen movie he has ever done, and 
“will ever do.” 

There is a downside. “While 
not many regular people notice 
me on the street, it seems that the 
camera-toting tabloid reporters 
all know me. The stories they 
write about me in those maga¬ 
zines aren’t what offend me. 1 

don’t care what they write about 
me and who I am having sex with. 
First of all, they aren’t in my 
house or hotel room, so they don’t 
really know what’s going on. What 
creeps me out is when people are 
so pathetic they follow me around 
everywhere I go, hiding behind a 
bush, and popping out snapping 
pictures. They really need to get a 
life. My pictures can’t be worth 
that much.” 

Whatever his tabloid pictures are 
worth, it seems to the motion pic¬ 
tures, he’s worth a lot: two million 
dollars for Four Feathers. If Ledger 
continues to make sound choices, 
he’ll find that his pictures, on and off 
screen, are worth more than he 
could ever have imagined. ▼

Aesthetic orgasms 

September gallery shows in San Francisco

t’s fall, and our high-brow 
minds turn to thoughts of art! 
Several local galleries have met 
the challenge of giving us some¬ 
thing new to view in the budding 
culture season, and if you do not 
want to wait in those long lines at 
the Legion of Honor to see dead 
Egyptians imported from Lon¬ 
don, check these out. 

Gregory Lind at 49 Geary is 
showing the latest photographic 
work by Frank Yamrus in a little 
jewel of an exhibition. Even if you 
didn’t know what the models 
were up to, these would be beau¬ 
tiful headshots in grainy, soft- 
focus, black-and-white. But look 
closer at those rolled-back eyes, 
those half-parted lips, and think 
about the title, Rapture. The wall 
text doesn’t reveal the sitters’ se¬ 
crets, but they have actually been 
captured, according to the pho¬ 
tographer, at a moment within 10 
seconds of orgasm. It may be a 
gimmick, but it’s an effective one, 
and Yamrus, who works between 
San Francisco and Provincetown, 
has created something beautiful 
out of a subject that is titillating 
without being pornographic, or 
even particularly erotic. Through

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Just down the hall at Robert 
Koch, a supremely elegant instal¬ 
lation of large-format gelatin sil¬ 
ver prints fills the walls until Nov.

The UK- 
based photographer David Park¬ 
er captures unidentified locations 
with a panoramic camera, then 
prints them, in sepia tones, en¬ 
larged to a monumental scale. The 
Phenomenal World features tight¬ 
ly-cropped views of natural rock 
formations soaring upward from 
a low horizon line to be startling¬ 
ly chopped off across the top of 
the picture plane. There is noth¬ 
ing like the original, but you can 
preview them at

A show of greatest hits cele¬ 
brates the 15th anniversary of the 
Haines Gallery at 49 Geary, 
through Oct. 19. Elsewhere at 49 
Geary, Ed Moses, an icon of ’60s 
abstract painting, continues his re¬ 
lationship with Brian Gross 
Gallery. His latest ugly-beautiful 
paintings appear to be mixtures of 
tar and metallic paint, smeared 
across the surface with a trowel a la 
Gerhard Richter, through Oct. 19. 

Rena Bransten, at 77 Geary, is 
showing paintings by actor/come¬ 
dian Martin Mull. The large-scale 
paintings are remembrances of 
the artist’s Ohio childhood. Look¬ 
ing like mixed media pieces in 
collage, silkscreen and paint, the 
artworks are actually simply 
paintings, jam-packed with pop- 
culture and commercial refer¬ 
ences like Dick and Jane, All- 
American boys and girls with 
whom Mull apparently identifies. 
But they are inserted into, or float 
above, surreal Midwestern Amer¬ 
ican housing developments, and 
apocalyptic scenes appear here 
and there within the sedate sub¬ 
urban landscapes. It’s like Fern- 
wood 2-Night meets Brazil. The 
show runs through Oct. 5, with a 
catalog intro by Glen Helfand. 

Echoes of the images that 
haunt Mull are cast across the 
bottom margins of the multime¬ 
dia paintings of Inez Storer at 
Catherine Clark, 49 Geary. Dick 
and Jane and company peer 
through layers of paint in Storer’s 
works, which resemble children’s 
book illustrations or chalkboards 
from a grade school on a Very 
Dark Day. Through Oct. 12.

Geary, has a fun and thought-pro¬ 
voking show of recent work by the 
clever art critic and artist Jeanne 
Silverthorne. Based on the con¬ 
cept of “The Scream,” this silent 
show has muted noises as its un¬ 
dercurrent. Represented by three- 
dimensional cartoon balloons 
without any text inside them, the 
unspoken sounds have to be 
“read” on the gallery walls, plat¬ 
forms and pedestals as they inter¬ 
act with a variety of Rube Gold¬ 
bergesque objects cast in rubber, 
or made of PVC pipes. Silver- 
thorne’s “machines” seem to con¬ 
vey inaudible sounds from one lo¬ 
cation to another, in a complex 
but ridiculous series of events a la 
Der Lauf des Dinges by Fischli and 
Weiss, in which a chain reaction 
sets off more chain reactions on 
film. Here only the action is miss¬ 
ing. Ends Sept. 28. 

The Hosfelt Gallery is showing 
Polaroids by Massachusetts-based 
photographer John O’Reilly, most 
recently seen in SF within the 
context of Camerawork’s Male 
Form show this spring. At Hosfelt 
(430 Clementina), black-and- 
white images called The Nijinsky 
Series catch O’Reilly arranging, 
tearing, and photographing his¬ 
toric images into crumpled piles 
of paper. The resulting studio 
montages, rephotographed by the 
artist, appear chaotic, but they 
manage to show the grace and 
fragmentation of the famed ballet 
dancer and gay icon Vaslav Nijin¬ 
sky. Through Oct. 12. 

Hayes Valley has a new gallery 
in the same block as Polanco and 
- the Hayes Street Grill. Gallery 364 
has opened promisingly with an 
installation of found and con¬ 
structed objects by Therese Buch- 
miller. The other new kid on the 
downtown block is Lizabeth Oliv- 
eria, who has moved from the 
heart of Oakland, where her cut¬ 
ting-edge exhibitions must have 
left quite a gap, into a fourth-floor 
space at 49 Geary. The opening 
exhibition is scheduled for Oct. 1, 
with a reception on the First 
Thursday of the month.

Thea Hillman on 'Depending on the Light 7

S erendipity in the world of let¬ 
ters is such a happy event. 
While attending a book sign¬ 
ing at A Different Light, I met Thea 
Hillman, a poet with whom I spoke 
(too) briefly about intersex, per¬ 
forming poetry, and some events 
she was producing. She offered to 
send me her latest book so I could 
see if this fascinating person was as 
good a writer as she is a talker. She is. 
Depending on the Light (Manic D, 
$ 13.95) is a collection that looks like 
prose and reads like poetry. You 
need only read her letter to Matthew 
Shepard to understand that she is 
able to find humor in the most ter¬ 
rifying circumstances, and anguish 
in the everyday horrors of gay life in 
the heartland. Hillman talks about 
relationships, parents, sex and love 
in breathtaking language that 
expands the heart and 
mind. 

After reading 
Depending on the 
Light, I was certain 
that I had to ask 
Hillman a ques¬ 
tion or two, start¬ 
ing with the word 
“intersex.” 

Thea Hillman: Intersex is the 
politically correct way of saying 
“hermaphrodite.” A person with an 
intersex condition is born with sex 
chromosomes, external genitalia, 
or an internal reproductive system 
that is not considered “standard” 
for either male or female. There are 
all sorts of reasons to be out about 
being intersex, but for me the main 
reason is that these peoples’ differ¬ 
ences are being erased every day in 
barbaric ways. In the US, an esti¬ 
mated five babies a day receive un¬ 
wanted, unnecessary, non-consen- 
sual cosmetic surgery to “normal¬ 
ize” their genitals. 

Deborah Peifer: Is there a place 
for identity politics anymore in the 



world of Bush the lesser? Or can 
we just say them and us? 

There is not a whole lot of 
room for identity poli¬ 
tics in our world. We 
just don’t have that 
luxury anymore. 
And while I wish we 
could just say them 
and us, the world is 
much more 
complicated than 
that. That binary 
might mean I 
don’t recognize natural allies. In 
creating a world free of shame, se¬ 
crecy, and unwanted sexual surg¬ 
eries, my allies might not always 
be intersex people. They might be 
fat people who understand what 
it’s like to have a body that isn’t 
considered socially appropriate or 
sexually viable. Or they might be 
disabled people who are routine¬ 
ly denied the right to be included 
in decisions about their health 
and their sexuality. 

The Intersex Society of North 
America (ISNA) was founded by 
Cheryl Chase in 1994. We work 
for systemic change to end shame, 
secrecy, and unwanted genital 
surgeries for people born with 
atypical reproductive anatomies. 
Until intersex people are allowed 


to keep intact the healthy bodies 
they were born with, or make 
their own decisions about what 
will happen to that body, ISNA 
will be out there making change 
and changing minds. 

In order to raise money for 
ISNA, I’m producing Rated 
XXXY: An Evening of Erotica and 
Education benefiting ISNA, the 
first intersex event at the GLBT 
Center, and the first ever, to my 
knowledge, event with all intersex 
performers and writers. Perform¬ 
ers include myself, Solidad de 
Costa, Emi Koyama, Les Milstein, 
Shorona se Mbessakwini, and 
Hida Viloria. Cheryl Chase will be 
speaking as well. 

What was the genesis of ForWord 
Girls? 

ForWord Girls is the result of 
conversations I’ve had with writ¬ 
ers Tarin Towers, Elizabeth Stark, 
and Daphne Gottlieb, while we 
were hanging out in the Mission 
and while driving across the US. 
The idea of ForWord Girls is to 
make airtime for the voices that 
get silenced the most in the spo¬ 
ken-word world: women as a 
whole, trapspeople, girls, women 
of color, older women. These are 
the people writing and perform¬ 
ing the most exciting material, and 
they often have the least access to 
the stage and the page. It’s also a 
chance for those of us who have 
acquired experience and skills to 
share them and to network with 
others. ForWord Girls performers 
and panelists are people who have 
been, will be, or are now a girl.
